ally exceodingly well-founded. It is 
an open secret that M. 1 Oyama. 
has gone to Kinchou in order to head 
the formal entry of the Japanese army 
into the captured citadel. It was he 
who commanded the force that took 
Port Arthur from the Chinese in 
November 1894; and no-oue knows 
better than he what power of resistance 
it has, and how long it will take 
General Nogi’s army to subdueit. The 
news that we have had of the capture 
by the Japanese of some of the out- 
lying heights has been thrown into the 
shade by the extraordinary tale which 
Reuter repeats’ this morning as from 
St. Petersburg, of the destruction 
of some thirty thousand Japanese 
troops by mines. The tale, it is under- 
stood originated in Chefoo, from some 
apocryphal “Japanese sources,” but it 
has been entirely repudiated by all 
reputable Japaneso sources, That it 
should have come back in its present 
form is even more extraordinary than the 
tale itself, for it is virtually impossible.

There is no reason for anxiety in the 
fact that we have no very late news

Russian people, and to fortify Russia's 
credit on the European Exchanges. 


|The three armies that are conver- 


ging on General Kuropatkin—whose 
original plans were frustrated by the 
order from St. Peter-burg tosenda force 
to relieve Port Arthur—have been 
continuing their onward co-operative 
march without any sensible inter- 
ruption, and as we learn from the 
belated’ telegrams which we publish 
this morning, the Russians have been 
forced to evacuate Kaiping without 
any serious attempt to hold it, and 
Tashihchiao, the junction of the 
branch railway to Newchwang, is 
again indicated as the next bat- 
tlefield. The Japanese, at any rate, 
have no doubt as to the result of that 
battle and, indeed, it is evident from 
the extracts that have appeared from 
Russian newspapers, that the Rus- 
siuns on the spot. fully acknowledge 
the great superiority of the Japanese 
artillery, and the almost invincible 
valour of the Japanese soldiery.

tions with the north were kept open 
throughout the siege; the Russians 
have no such. advantage at Port 
Arthur, nor can they have now any 
hope that General ‘Knropathin can 
send a force to their relief. 

France is taking a serious risk in 
allowing the Baltic fleet to coal at 
Djibutil on its way to the Far East. 
Such a proceeding will unquestion- 
ably be a breach of neutrality, for it 
will be distinctly assisting the Rns- 
sians against Japan, and we can 
hardly believe that such a cautious 
Foreign Minister as M. Deleassé will 
allow it. All that international law 
allows is that the Russian ships 
should be given enough coal to take 
them to the nearest Russian port, 
which is obviously notVladivostock. 





TECHNICAL 
EDUCATION IN 
SHANGHAI. 


18th July. 
Mr. C. H. Goprrey’s paper read 


before the Shanghai Soc'ety of 
Engineers and Architects, has now 
been published as a pamphlet. with 
the above title, and the inter- 
esting discussion which followed the 
reading of the paper is appended to 
it. he question has-been already 
treated in our columns, and was 
mooted in a report to the Public 
School Committee by the head 
master, Mr. G. Lanning, and in the 
opening address this season of the 
late President of the Society of 
Engineers and Architects, Mr. Thomas 
Bunt. Mr. Godfrey mentioned also 
in his opening the good work done 
by the establishment lately in Shang- 
hai of an evening technical class, 

Mr. Godfrey draws attention to the 
fact. that the Society of E.-and A, 
though only three years ull, has 
already a roll of over a hundred 
members, and a farther increase is 
hoped for. “It should be noted,” 
he says, “that membership of the 
society is not limited to residents of 
Shanghai and, though Shanghai is 
at present its headquarters and place 
of meeting, information and experi- 
ence transmitted from other paris of 
China are of the greatest value.” 
‘The amount of enginecring and archi- 
tectural work that has been and is 
being done, and is still to do, in 
Shanghai, and the vast amount of 
work, present and fature, required in 
China generally, “ must prove even to 
a casual observer that Shanghai, as 
thecentre of Westernactivityin China, 
should devote (some of) its atten- 
tion to the training of its ows young 
men for posts which they have tke 








first claim to fill.” That the Shang- 
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hai Public ‘School’ is remarkably 
successful in training our boys for 
practical life in the East? or for ad- 
vanced studies at home, has been 
proved over and over again. Mr. 
‘odfrey suggests that our future 
engineers and architects should have 
opportunities here for pursuing these 
advanced studies, and thus “the 
necessity which exists’ at present 
for obtaining so many of our engin- 
eers and architects from home” would 
be obviated, to the great advantage 
of our boys.

‘Ihe case 
is differont with banks and large 
mercantile houses, who can train 
their own men in their home offices, 
and discover whether they are likely 
to do well in China before dispatch- 
ing them, The cust of getti 
youngster ont from home, paying 
him a sufficiently tempting salary, 
and training him in an engineer's or 
architect's office here would be pro- 
hibitive; and on all these grounds 
Mr, Godfrey urges “ that some effort 
should be made to afford facilities 
for parents to obtain a technical 
education suitable to the require- 
ments of Shanghai for boys who may 
wish to enter one of the’ professions 
named,” 

‘Phen there is the out-door staff to 
be considered. Mr, Godfrey says that 
he has been brought in contact with 
many clerks of works and overseers 
in Shanghai, and has generally found 
them taking a keen’ interest in their 
work. “Few of them have served 
apprenticeship to any trade and they 
have to pick up any information they 
can as the work proceeds.” ‘These 
men would probably welcome the 
establishment of night classes at 
which they could gain knowledge 
that would be valuable both to them- 
selves and their employers. “To 
get the best results from one’s em- 
ployees, it. is necessary to encourage 
them to take an interest in their 
work, and to let them feel a certain 
amount of responsibility. ‘This cao 
be done without, in any way, detract- 
ing from the value of the work done 
by the employer. Leta man fel that 
he is working for his own credit, and 
that if things go right he will get 
his share’ of the kw4os, and le will 
not object to taking his share of the 
blame if things go wrong. Further- 








a school among employers and 
employees, snd meanwhile: in the 
coming winter evening lectures 
should be given by capable vo'un- 
teers, the question of establishing 
a technical school ‘being taken 
up if. the lectures give good 
results.

Mr. Pearson confirmed 
thisfrom the experience of last winter, 
but-he thought the firms employing 
apprentices in Shanghai might do 
more in this direction; and he added 
that the facilities at the Public School 
are not very suitable for adults, 
Mr, W. B. Buyers pointed ‘out that 
while native youth had opportunities 
of training at various engineering col- 
leges in China, and the facilities in 
Japan were equal to those at home, 
the foreign boy was sadly handicap- 
pel in Shanghai, ‘The evening classes 
hitherto had been conducted gratui- 
tously, but his idea was to get the 
various firms interested to contribute 
a small yearly sum to remunerate 
those who were -willing to teach or 
lecture in the evenings. Other

opening paragraph. We have an- 
nexed new territury, he says, rich 
in minerals. and in azricultural -pro- * 
spects, and it is our duty to develop 
it in the best possible way. He quotes 
an anonymous American: who: once 
said to him: “You Britishers are a 
singular race ; you spend millions of, 
pounds in acquiring new territory’ 
rich in mineral wealth, but you never 
develop it.

‘The Hoangho was a steam vessel, 
schooner’ rigged, of“ 388 tons’ register, 
official No. 72,749, built at Shanghai in 
1879, and belonging to the port’ of 
Shanghai. 

It ‘appears: from’ the evidence: given 
before -the- Court. that-‘she ‘sailed from 
Amoy on or about 15th June, +1904, 
bound for Chinchu, with a general, cargo 
and a crew of 31 all told, as well as 344 








passengers. 

Tho vessel’ loft: Amoy at 6.10 p.m.'on 
the 15th June, 1904, and after passing 
Hingson, shaped course past Quemoy Spit 
Buoy, which was passed at about a mile 
distant at 8.30 p.m., at which time the

course was altered to N.75 E. (compass 
error nil). 

Dodd Island was passed at ‘abdut 2 
miles‘ distant; but it was too thiok:'to 
ascertain the true position; Course was 
then altered to. N. 45 E.’ Scrag.’ Point 
was sighted shortly ‘before midnight ; at 
12.5 a.m. was 4 points on the bow; and 
at 12.25 am. abesm. The ship’ was 
steaming’ about''7 knots ‘at “the time:

(compass error nil). The weather sot’in 
thick with drizzling rain, ‘and there’ was 

considerable south-casterly . swell on, 
tea the land was lost sight of. Tho 
Gaptain relieved the second’ officer as 
officer of the watch at midnight, ‘in the 
ibsence of ‘the'chief officer left behind in 

(ospital at Amoy. About 1.45 a.m;'sound- 
ings wore taken giving depths: of about 
six fathoms. It was nearly high water 
at the time.

A Stranded Monster. 

‘The summor resort known by the name 
of the nearest railway station, Peit'aiho, 
appears to be adding to its popularity, 
there being more persons present from 
adistanco than ever before. It is now 
estimated that there are quite 500 for- 
eigners hore. About every house is occu- 
pied and full, A fow new houses have 
boon built this soason, and further growth 
seems inevitable. Itis not often that we 
have anything more exciting than picnics 











or excursions, or the passage of tho 
steamer or gunboat not far away; but 
last Saturday, the 2nd inst., there wa: 
a real exciting occurrence at what is 
Imown as “Light Houso Point,” which 
soon extended to about the wholo place, 
It was reported that a large fish had been 
brought ashore, a chang (10 feet) or more 
long, the inference from the report being 
that’ it was asl But a gentleman 
who saw it before it was seriously mu- 
tilated pronounced it to be a whale, the 
strainer hairs, the absence of teeth and 
scales and other marks indicating clearly, 
he thought, the nature of the beast 
(fish #). It appears to have come noar 
shore at high tide, and when tho water 
fell «sand. bar: prevented’ ite ‘escape ; 
otherwise the Chinese would not have 
captured it with their appliances. The 
Greek priests took charge, removing 
the skin and blubber and ‘giving the 
red meat to tho villagers who carriod 
it: away, aud report that it was very 
good eating. It moasured over 15 
feet in length, and its stomach was 
“large enough. to hold 9 mule.” 
Several people got pieces of the bones 
as souvenirs of the occasion. 


No War News Obtainable. 

‘The gunboat which was ordered away 
from Newchwang some time ago, and has 
been awaiting orders at Chinwangtao, 
left a few days ago, presumably to return 
to the former place in view of prospec- 
tive needs, if all reports are true. But 
it is impossible to ascertain just what 
the true state of things is, so careful aro 
the authorities regarding the exit of news. 
From such scraps as could be obtained, 
we have been waiting for several 
days to hear of another important ac- 
tion on the part of one or other of the 
belligerents, but so far no move hias been 
reported.‘ The rainy season is now upon 
us here in full foree, and if they are 
having as much, or early as much rain 
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in Manchuria"as we “are. here, the move- 
ment of troops will be very difficult. We! 
are told that the rainy season thore is 
later than with us—it is carly with us 
this year; so it is possible that their’ 
movements may not be seriously affected 
yet. There wore those who, in the early 
apring, feared that war might affect con- 
ditions here in such a way as to make it 
unsafe for a summer residence; but 
everything is quiet, and the Chinese do 
not appear to be in the least disturbed. 
‘The whole country is rejoicing in the 
prospect of fine crops, and this always 
helps to create peaceful conditions. 


Cuttle Fish and Sole. 

Some of the present resideuts came up 
this season much earlier than is usual, 
and they found what had not been 
observed before that the fishermen were 
catching quantities of cuttle fish and 
using them for food. They were quite 
small, and their time was short. Then 
came the sole at their. usual time, and 
they are still in tho market as well as 
other varieties of fish.

Quietness Again. .

Elementary Schools. 

‘Amongst the many symptoms of a 
changing China the most recent in the 
rovince is an order by the Governor] 
to all the local magistrates for the esta- 
blishment of elementary schools on new 
lines, ‘The substance of the order is to 
nis effect: Elementary schools aro the 
foundation of all true learning. Other 
kingdoms and Japan have greatly flourish- 
‘ed because of the attention paid to this 
branch of education. rotty| 
dark spot of the Bmpire ; te people are 
blind and ignorant, otherwise how could 
the Boxers flourish here as they did in the| 
Kengtzu yoar. Therefore, acting junder 
the instructions of the Minister of| 
Education in Poking, whose dispatch has| 
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already been published in the “ Shansi 
Times,” tho Futai issues this order to all 
concerned. ‘Then follow the instructions 
for the guidance of the magistrates in the 
matter. 1. The local magistrate and the 
gentry must seo to the funds for the 
support of the schools. They will be 
appropriated from the following sources : 
The income of the old elementary schools 
which are to be abolished. A part of the 
moneys collected for the theatrical per- 
formances, and other such” uscless expen- 
ditures must be apportioned to education. 
Then contributions are to be invited and 
the names of the contributors are to be 
recorded on stone; other rewards are 
held out to the larger contributors. No 
scholaris to be refused admittance because 
of poverty. 2. Teachors are to be ap- 
pointed by the representatives of tho 
people, and the man who has the majority 
obtains the post. The teacher must have 
no vice but must be a man of blameless ch 
racter, witha fairknowledge of Chineseand 
ability to write a clear essay. It would also 
be well if he had a knowledge of prac- 
tical affairs. 3. ‘Tho rich are invited to 
build commodious school buildings to 
avoid sickness ; but if thero be no suit- 
able buildings the temples are to be used. 
4, Drawing must form an important 
cloment in education. “Train the pupils 
to draw a map of Asia, the two hemis- 
pheres, not forgetting your own county.” 
5. ‘There must be one school at least in 
2 village with 200 families, and no scholar 
must walk more than five li. Of course, 
the immediate difticulty will be the want 
of teachers. In time tho students of the 
Hi Hsuch T’ang will fill many appoint- 
ments. Meantime they will have todo 
with the name of things only. In a town 
noar to us the teachor of English is a 
Chinese chiijén, who knows a part of the 
alphabet, and less than a scoro of words 
imperfectly. The Governor, however, 
seoms desirous to prepare for the 
coming needs. Ho has just held an 
oxamination of candidates, from whom 
eighteen are selected to go to Japan. 
Funds are not plentiful, so each student 
will receive 500 tacls to cover all 
expenses. How much education will be 
obtained for this sum is uncertain. 


The Opening of a Temple. 

‘There wore great festivities in the city 
recently in connection with the opening 
of the Nai Nai (jj) temple. The 
Governor and officials sent presents of 
scrolls and money. Thus it will be seen 
that for the present at any rate. the 
authorities mean to uphold idols and 
temples. And of course they are not 
wrong in doing so as long as they have no 
higher conception of things. 

The Working of Mines. 

‘Acase of fire damp and deaths in a 
coal mine in the Chiaocheng district 
mind one that if the Government permit 
the working of mines they shold see to 
it that they are governed by uniform ro- 
gulations and so far as possible the lives 
of the miners safeguarded. As things are, 
every proprietor makes his own terms. 
Two years ago a wealthy capitalist had to 
pay about $400 each for 160 lives. In 
another district the fixed rate is $7 only 
for a life lost in the mine. The present 
method of working is dangerous to the 
miner and a source of anxiety to the 
proprietor. 

A Reported Outrage. 

It is reported here that a foreigner 
travelling without a passport, shot and 
wounded a native in the Pingtingchou 
district lately. It is said the trouble 
arose over the refusal of the Chinese to 
supply the stranger with a particular 














post horse he fancied and'wanted. It is 
satisfactory to hear that he has been 
escorted to Peking to be dealt with. 
Such conduct will make the Chinese 
authorities eager to define their powers 
and find out tho legal status of strangers. 
Tho Japanese professors’ are giving lec- 
tures in this city on foreign intercourse 
and the treatment of aliens. This on- 
lightenment should be welcomed. Tt may 
curtail present license,’ yet'it will foster 
true liberty, aud prevent friction.

The Viadivostock Squadron. 


‘The Russian’ torpedo-boats, which 
appeared off Gensan on the 30th June, 
with three warshi from Vladivostock, 
carried on firing for about forty ininutos 
atthe rate of a sholl every five minutes. 
About fifty houses in the Japanese Settle- 
ment were damaged, but no residents 
sustained injury. The branch office of 
the Nippon ‘Yusen Kaisha was struck by 
three shells. and its godowns were heavily 
fired upon.: There wore two Japanese 
steamers in Gensan a little, before the 
arrival of the Russian squadron, but they 
wero able to reach Fusau in safety that 
samo evening. It is aid that tho 
Russians gave ono hour's Jaw to the 
Japanese residents heforo. commoncing, 
the bombardment. The squadron seems 
especially favoured by the. weather, for 
on each occasion of its appoaranco in the 
south thoré has beon a dense fog pre- 
valent. - 

The Roasis, Gromoboi,, and Rurik 
appeared in tho East Tsushima waterway 
from Gensan at 6.40 p.m. on the Ist inst. 
and threatened to pass through to the 
south. Vico-Admiral Kamimura sucvess- 
fully checked tho raiders, but could not 
arrive within fighting-range, owing to the 
darkness, Somo torpodo-boats pursued 
and reached within two or three miles of 
the enemy, but tho later suddenly dis- 
appeared at 8.50 p.m. on-the Ist, after 
putting out.all their lights.

The Naval Reserve Regulations 

were promulgated on. the 20th June in 
the form cf an Imporial Ordinance. 
According to the Regulations, graduates 
from mereantile marine schools and sea- 
men ,on board the Japanese mercantile 
marine are to be onlisted as naval 
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© meet them” (as shopkeepers say) they 
have conceived the novel idea of advance 
payments, and in future subscribers of 
£3 a year or 16s. a quarter can either 
have the paper posted to them direot or 
delivered through their news-agent ; but 
in either case the money is to be paid 
at headquarters. Dwellers in foreign 
countries or the Coloniesmay become sub- 
scribers on payments of an additional 26/- 
a year to cover postage. The saving effect- 
ed will be 23 per cent per annum and of 
course the casual purchaser of the paper 
will still pay his threepence for it. The 
experiment is only to be made for one or 
possibly two years, at the end of which 
time I quite expect # further reduction 
will be mado. In the meantime it will be 
vory interesting to watch the result of the

‘Phe usual formal business is transacted. 

Chinese Government Land Tax on 
Municipal Roads—A letter from the 
Sonior Consul informs the Council that 
the Taotai has referred this matter to the 
Nanking Viceroy and will communicate 
further when the lattor’s instructions are 
received, ‘The application, made in 
Cotober last, is ordered for publication :— 

Council Room, 
Shanghai, 21st October, 1903. 

Sim,—I have the honour to request 
that you will lay before the Consular 
Body certain facts in reference to the 
Chinese Government land-tax as at pre- 
sent levied in the Settloment with the 
request that representations be made to 
H.E. the Taotai and the other Chinese 
‘Authorities concerned for the remission 
of this tax from native landowners in 60 
far as it is collected upon land surrender- 
ed or sold for uso as a public road. 

‘This application is founded firstly on 
the broad principle of equity and second- 
ly on grounds of public i 
submitting it, the Council has no desire to 
suggost evasion of a properly constituted 
liability as will be perceived from the 
following statement of facts :-— 

‘The Consular Body is doubtless aware 
that the question of payment of Chinese 
Government land-tax on roads beyond 
Settlement limits has on frequent occa- 
sions been the subject of correspon- 
dence and public discussion in Shanghai 
and that, a8 a result, the tax is at present 
paid by the Municipality only upon roads 
for which Consular title-deeds have been 
taken out by the Council ; furthermore, 
that during the past few years the mile- 
‘age of outlying roads has considerably 
increased, the Council’s title to the new- 
ly acquired thoroughfares resting solely 
on a survey plan duly stamped and filed, 
through the medium of the Senior 
Consulate and of the British Consular 
Land Office, in the Taotai’s yamén. The 
tax on these roads is at present levied 
from the original native landowners, 
whose papers of title continue to show 
the full extent of their original holding, 














‘a state of affairs which not only involves 
injustice to these owners but now renders 
negotiations for further roads a matter of. 
great difficulty in the face of request for 
adjustment of their taxes. Such requests 
have recently been received with a persis- 
tence which proves that the grievance is 
a serious one and necessitates remedial 
measures. 

‘Tho Council expressed readiness in 
certain cases to pay a lump sum in annual 
‘commutation of the land-tax on the area 
of a given road or roads if security could 
be obtained that the natives would be 
freed of further responsibility for the 
respective proportions, but their holdings 
are small and numerous, the portions of 
‘their lots lying in the roadway frequently 
minute, and the proposition is therefore 
impracticable and inadequate. In view 
‘of the probable future development of 
road extension work such procedure 
would moreover create a precedent which 
might hereafter involve the Municipality 
in expenditure of an unnecessary and 
undesirable nature. 

Having regard to the roads recently 
constructed by the Municipality beyond 
Settlement limits as well as those lyin, 
within the Western District, I woul 
point out for the information of the Con- 
sular Body that native landowners havo 
been generally required to surrender the 
land required for such roads under the in- 
structions of the Chinese Authorities as 
conveyed in a proclamation issued by the 
Shanghai Taotai. To this form of com- 
pulsory surrender no serious objections 
were raised by those concerned, but at 
the same time it is to be noted that in no 
case have the landowners agreed to their 
fangtans being cut and that, where land 
has been sold since the construction of the 
roads to foreign purchasers, the owners 
are invariably required to pay Government 
land-tax on the entire area of the ori- 
ginal holding. At the same time the 
natives contend that, having generally 
been paid for the land used for road con- 
struction at a rate below the market 
value, it is unjust that they should fur- 
ther be required to pay tax on the land 
thus devoted to public purposes, a con- 
tention which can hardly be regarded as 
unreasonable. 

In this connection I have the honour 
to refer you to the corresponder.co which 
passed between the Council and the Con- 
sular Body in 1881 and to the fact that 
in the early days of the Settlement the 
Chinese Authorities recognised their 
liability to be called upon to contribute 
towards certain public works in and 
around the Settlement. It will be with- 
in the knowledge of the Consular Body 
that whereas the recognised land-tax 
leviable by the. Chinese Government 
amounts to a maximum of 400 cash per 
mow, and that within the limits of the 
Foreign Settlement foreign landowners 
pay at a special rate of 1,500 cash per 
mow; for the difference between the legal 
‘and the actual rates the local authorities 
have not to render any account to the 
Central Government and it was under- 
stood at the outset, when this local rate 
was agreed to by the British Consular 
Authorities, that certain monetary con- 
tributions would be made by the Shang- 
hai Taotai towards the cost of certain 
public works in the Settlement, such as 
the erection of bridges, the cleansing and 
deepening of creeks and a subscription 
to the maintenance of the Fire Brigade. 
Up to the year 1871 these monetary 
contributions were duly made, but since 
that date they have fallen into abeyance 
and the Council has not been greatly 
concerned in maintaining them since the 
Principle of divided expenditure and con- 























‘trol was found to be in many ways incon- 
venient. The extra land-tax, however, 
continues to be paid as originally and it 
therefore appears to the Council only 
reasonable and right that the respon- 
ity of the Native . Authorities in 
this matter should now be recognised 
by exempting from land-tex the area 
of all land surrendered for public roads 
in the new districts and beyond tho 
limits of the Settlement, these roads 
having been made with the knowledge 
and consent of the Chinese officials 
and the benefits thereby conferred being 
enjoyed equally by all residents native 
and foreign, ‘That the Municipality 
should be asked to pay a species of rent 
on roads devoted to the use of the entire 
community is an anomaly which the 
Chinese Authorities can scarcely fail to 
recognise. 

‘With regard to the manner in which 
the proposed exemption from taxation 
should be brought about, I have the hon- 
our to st that the case would best 
be met if H.E. the Taotai should issue a 
further proclamation having reference to 
the earlier document on the subject of 
land surrenders for road purposes, and 
therein give notice that all Chinese who 
have thus surrendered portions of their 
property are entitled to have the area of 
their property readjusted at the Native 
Land Office and the amount of their taxa- 
tion reduced accordingly. 

It will be evident that the total 
amount of land-tax involved is in itself a 
small consideration as compared with the 
amount of special land tax at present 
levied by the Chinese Authorities, inas- 
much as the total area of the old and 
new roads in the Western District and 
outside the Settlement amounts only to 
about 970 mow. The Council is inform- 
ed that the difference between the Go- 
vernment land-tax at 400 cash and the 
special local rate of 1,500 cash paid by 
foreigners is retained by the Shanghai 
Magistrate for certain local purposes, and 
the Council ventures therefore to express 
the hope that the Chinese Authorities 
may be induced to recognise the justice 
and expediency of the present applica- 
tion and, by compliance therewith,” to 
give effect in some measure to the inten- 
tions and conditions under which the 
special local rate of land-tax was origin- 
ally agreed upon. 

In conclusion, I have the honour to 
observe that, apart from the - financial 
aspect of the question to be submitted 
to the Chinese Local Authorities, there 
would appear to be in the proposals now 
submitted a distinct and general advant- 
age from the point of view of the Con- 
sular Land Offices. At presont the areas 
and boundaries of many existing Consular 
lots are inaccurately defined and other- 
wiso unreliable, owing to certain portions 
of the properties concerned having been 
surrendered, either formally or informally, 
for road construction purposes. If, as 
has been. suggested, the deeds under 
which native propristors hold their land 
were systematically adjusted and the road 
area deducted therefrom by the Native 
Land Office, future purchases of land by 
oreigners would be simplified and the 
cadastral schedules would gain in accu- 
racy by the change.

The Commissioners’ finding of 16th 
April was based on the assumption that 
this extension was not objected to by

Gentiesex,—I am directed to acknow- 
ledge the receipt of your letter of the 
20th ultimo containing your claim for 
compensation for Mow 0-175 required ex 
Cadastral Lot 159 for the widening of 
the Nanking and Honan Roads. 

‘This claim is based on a sterling ground 
lease of the property, a method of assess- 
ment which does not appear to the 
Council to be properly applicable to the 
case, since the rent stated in the leaso is 
obviously inclusive of the risk of variation 
in exchange, a factor which has no justi- 
fiable bearing on the amount payable for 
a street improvement in this silver-using 
Municipality. 

‘The Council has therefore sought other 
methods of calculation, keeping in view 
the opinion of the Land Commissioners 
expressed in an award in a former caso 
in which your firm was interested, viz., 
that they did not attach much weight to 
the stimates of rents to be obtained 
from the property when rebuilt. 

Adopting the course followed in this case 
No. Lheard in June of 1900, itis found 
that the rate at which compensation 
would be paid, including 10 per cent for 
compulsory sale, is Tis.

CHINESE LABOUR IN THE 
TRANSVAA! 
1 
3 | To the Editor of the 
“Nontu-Cutwa Dasx News.” 
I know nothing of Mz. C. Kinloch 
Cooke's pamphlet on the above subject be- 
yond what I have read in your leading 
article of the 3rd June, but I have devoted 
some time to the subject itself, and to Blue 
Books sind ofticial documents bearing on it, 
5] and I know quite enough about it to know 
that the “facts” on which Mr. Cooke builds 
up his argument for imported Chinese 
labour are regarded by many people, having 
full and accurate cognisance of all the cir- 
cumstances, as being largely fictitious. Con- 
siderations of space compel me only to 
3| allude to two or three of theso as I desize 
to dwell at greater length on another aspect 
of the question that it requires no lool 
or technical knowledge to enable any reader 
to reason ubout and to form his own con- 
clusions upon. 

—Your article states, I presume on Mr. 
Cooke's authority, that “to get unskilled Ia. 
bour done by white men is impossible.” Mr. 
Creswell who has had large experience in 
South Africa mining and who is no mean 
authority, contends that white men had no 
objection to doing work in the mines pre- 
viously done by Kaffirs, provided they had 
not to work in mixed gangs with Kafirs; 
also, that white men were as cxpable of do- 
ing this particular Kind of work in the 
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‘Transvaal as they are in Queensland or Cal 
fornia; and further that it was practically 
certain that here as elsewhere well-paid, 
efficient white labour would not turn out to 
be dearer than, if indeed so dear as, cheap 
and inefficient black labour, Any amount of 
evidence can be adduced tc the same effect, 
and also to another point, viz., that the 
authorities of the mines are supremely 
anxious to keep out white men who will 
naturally have votes, as “natives” would 
not, and are always men of independent 
spirit and cannot be hustled about ike 
“natives” whether black or yellow. It is 
here that the crux of the whole position 
lice. Seris not freemen are the great de- 
sideratum for developing the wealth of the 
Rand. 





2—*It is absolutely untrue to say that 
‘the natives are badly treated and badly 
paid.” Mr. Grant, Native Labour Commis- 
sioner to the Johannesburg Chamber of 
‘Mines, gave the following evidence before the 
Labour Commission which was quoted by 
Mr. Asquith in the House of Commons on 
the 21st March : “The action and blunders of 
the past year” i.e. the year after the close 
of the war, “ distinctly alienated the nafives 
and no proof whatever has been afforded 
that the number of men required cannot be 
made available providing that the conditions 
of service are satisfactory not only to the 
employers, but to the employed.” On this 
point also T affirm that any amount of evi- 
dence can be adduced to show that the treat- 
ment the Kaflirs have received in the mines 
has been simply diabolical in cruelty, and as 
for the death-rate it has been appalling ; 
in July 1903 it reached the number of 112 
in a thousand! In the House of Commons 
on the 28th March, the attention of the 
Oolonial Minister was called to the fact 
“that the burden cast upon the importers, 
of returning the Chinese immigrants to their 
country at the termination of their contracts, 
will diminish as the rate of mortality in- 
creases among the Chinese!’ What a 
ghastly suggestion! Yet the Colonial Minis- 
ter was bound to admit that something might 
have to be done to protect the Ohinese 
against the wrong here suggested as a pos- 
sibility. 
“The men who made great financial 
sacrifices to pay for the war, and are still 
suffering from that sacrifice have a righ to 
domand a hearing fin favour of] the only 
Policy that can avoid ruin to the Transvaal 
‘end the absolute waste of all the blood and 
treasure expended to obtain the supremac: 
of the British flag south of the Zambe 
Whose, we may ask, not without indignation, 
whose was the sacrifice? Whose wes t! 
blood? Whose was the treasure? Only in 
very small measyre, I trow, that of the mine 
owners for the defence of whose property 
our enemies say—though quite untruly, that 
the Boer war was undertaken, The sacrifice. 
the blood, the treasure came from British 
homes and from homes throughout the 
British colonies, where men volunteored for 
a war in which they had mo personal con- 
cern, belioving that they mere fighting not 
a war of aggression, or a war for gold and 
Gamonds, but x war for the rights of men 
—coloured men. as well as white—to enjoy 
Hiberty and justice under the British flag. 
What say our brothren in other British 
colonies now about the Transvaal proposals? 
Austra ish Columbi 
and the Cape Colony are all dead agaiusi 
them. In England they have evoked an 
amount of feeling that has stirred the whole 
country. As samples of the view held in 
the colonies take these two, which I select 
at rmdom: “Hon. Richard M. Bride. 
premier of British Columbia. stid (2rd 
March) he regarded tho British Govern- 
ment’s determination to allow Chinese im- 
migration to the Tran:ivaal to provide whole. 
sale cheap Iabour a inmost serious mistake, 
which would inevitably, work terrible con- 
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sequences not only in the Transvaal, but in 
South Africa generally.” 

‘A mining expert and ‘mine manager in 
Australia after paying a visit of some five 
months to the Transvaal, ‘where he shade a 
full inspection both of the mines and of 
the system of 5; writes (a5 quoted ‘in 
the “Spectator” of 16th April): “We are 
working many of our mines cheaper than 
they (the Trénsvaal’ minets} aie, inspite 
of their cheap labour, water, and easy 
ground, ete. Wo pay our white labour £4 
per week, they pay their niggers "£3 a 
month. ‘Their outery against whito, labour 
is all ‘rot,’ ‘their ‘mines could be worked 
just as cheaply or cheaper with white laboxr, 
but they are afraid of the white vote.” Here 
you have expert opinion that is diametitcally 
opposed to tho statement as to facts made 
by Mr. Cooke in regard to the comparative 
results of mining in South Africa and in 
Australia respectively. T reserve for another 
letter a discussion of the question whether 
it is ‘absurd,’ as Mr’ Cooke says it is, to 
designate’ the Transvaal Importation Ordin- 
ance as producing a form of “slavery,” or 
as the Chinese say of reducing men to the 
condition of * sucking-pigs.?

S1y;—The question whether the “ in- 
dontured labour” of the Chinese in the 
‘Transvaal mines is, or is not, a species of 
slavery is one of immense importance, 
not only to the. unfortunate coolies who 
aro entering upon it, but to ourselves and 
to the faturo of our country’s relations 
with China and Japan, and hence I ask 
to be allowed to make a statement of! the 
case in your colum it is viewed by 
those who are: resisting, and intend to 
resist with all their power, the Importa- 
tion Ordinance. It is’ not want of 
patriotism, but it is patriotism of the 
truest kind, that loads us to offer all the 
passive resistance we cau to the action of 
H. B, Ms prosont advisers, who have 
taken advantage of a temporary majority 
mi the House of Commons to push through 
2 measure to Which our countrymen as a 
whole, including the vast majority of our 
Colonial fellow-subjects, are deeply op- 
posed. Some two months ago one of 
Routers telegrams published in your 
columns stated that Mr. Chamberlain 
feared the Transvaal Ordinance would in 
the next general election divert attention 
from his fiscal proposals. Such a fact as 
that affords some indication of the measure 
of interest that is folt in the question in 
Great Britain. Mr. Cooke, as I understand 
by your leading article of the 30th Juno, 
dismisses the assertion that the condition 
of the Chinese in tho ‘Transvaal mines 
will be condition of slavery, with his 
ipse divit that that is “ absurd!” To say, 
as ho says, that there is not the slightest 
comparison between these Chinese la- 
bourers and slaves carried off” agaiust 
their will to work in the plantations, and 
that therefore they are not slaves, is to 
assume that slavery must all be of one 
type, and then selecting one specially 
harsh type, to deny that anything which 
is not so harsh as that very at all. 
But slavery is not all of one type, as the 
definitions of the word in any good 
English dictionary will show. There 
isa slavery where men are carried off by: 
force, another where people are decoyed 
by misreprosentations, a third into which 

































the unhappy victims sell themselves 
either to satisfy the cravings of hunger, 
or accounting dollars of more value than 
self-respect and the rights of citizenship, 
a fourth in which men in a particular 
country are deprived of all political 
rights and constitute a down-trodden 
class in the midst of a people boasting 
of its free institutions and of the civil 
rights of its citizens. To every one of 
these forms slavery, all our noblest. 
British instincts and traditions are 
opposed. The Englishman who has 
any self-respect holds himself insulted 
if he is asked to sell his political 
liberty, or his rights as a man, for 
money. He is restless in any country 
where, as in the Transvaal: before the 
Boer war, he is denied the rights and 
privileges that are accorded to the do- 
minant race. He is not even content to 
be treated in the same way as the people 
of the country he lives in are treated, if 
the laws do not approximately come up 
to his ideas of liberty. Hence the treaty 
of extraterritoriality in China, under. 
which we all are living to-day. Before the 
Boer war, we were continually being told 
that the condition of Englishmen and 
other Uitlanders under Mr. Kriiger's 
government was that of mere “helots.” 
So intolerable was the state of things, 
that we were told it was unendurable. 
Britons never would be slaves. Mr. 
Kriiger’s answer was: “If you don't 
like “it, leave it. If you don't chooso to 
submit to the laws of the Transvaal, you 
are free to return to England.”’ But 
‘on theso terms wero held to be tyran- 
nical and unjust, and, for myself, I 
believe they were so. “Then came the 
war, and the British “helot” was freed. 
Who would have believed it possible that 
within four yoars this same person could 
be proposing actually to import, from 
another Empire, and another continent, 
‘crowds of people to occupy a position—I 
am not speaking in regard to manual 
labour, but in regard to civil rihts, which 
is incomparably more legrading than auy- 
thing over asked of him by Mr. Kriigo 
“But the Chinaman necd not come to 
the Transvaal uuless he likes !” Nu ; and 
tho Englishman need not have stayed in 
the Trausvaal unl he had liked in 
1890 to 1900. Both, in that sense, were 
“free,” but the freedom in the ‘latter 
case was one that the Englishman resent- 
ed as not worth having and the outcome 
was a great war. In the former.case the 
Chinaman has got to find out the worth 
of his privileges in the Transvaal, and 
those who know anything of Chinese 
feelings and habits of thinking can have 
very little doubt that in the end, there 
will be trouble such as our shortsighted 
politicians who have. made themselves 
responsible for this business have never 
dreamt of. Every Chinaman who comes 
back to China from the Straits Settle- 
ments, where British rule is seen act 
with one regard to the rights and liber- 
ties of everybody, comes back a warm 
friend to Great Britain. Every China- 
man who comes back from the Transvaal 
captivity will come back with a very 
different tale to tell. The Chinaman in 
the mines of the Transvaal under the 
terms of this indenture, not a slave! Let 
any British subject of any intelligence 
carefully read the conditions and ask 
whether he would submit to them himself 
if he were offered a sovereign for every 
sixpence offered to the Chinaman. Fancy 
being shut up for three years in a mine 
compound with no right to leavo it for 
even five minutes. A benevoleut master 
may, it is true, if he likes, let you out for 









































and most slaves a gooi deal more. 
Nothing in the way. of holiday unless hi 
importer chooses, and wnder no ciren 
stances more than two days, I never 
heard of slaves in plantations being 
forbidden by the law to take a week's holi- 
day if their master was willing they 
should do so. The Chinaman las ab- 
solutely no rights whatever in regard to 
holidays, more than any other slave ; but 
on the other hand, he has a wrong quite 
unusual amongst the wrongs of slaves. 
Again, who ever heard of slaves in 
America whose masters could only liberate 
them if they were prepared to pay thoir 
passage bae's to Africa? It is said that 
tho Kallis have not tho same  privi- 
loges as white men in the Transvaal. 
No, aud the Chinunan is not oven to 
have the rights of the Kallir, for the 
latter can move about at will, and occupy 
his Ieisure hours where he ‘pleases, but 
the Chinaman can do nothing of the 
sort. Much moro-might be said on the 
yject, but I turn to one other aspect of 
it. It is said that the Chinaman goes to 
the Transvaal with his eyes open. ‘Chat 
Lutterly deny. Every one who has had 
much to do with the Chinese peasantry 
knows that ninety-nine out of every hui 
dred of them are, through theirignorance, 
absolutely unable to examine for them- 
selves a long and complicated agreement 
such as they havo all to sign, neither 
could they tako it all in and soo all its 
bearings even if it were verbally explain- 
ed to them. li that respect they are 
like children, ‘The whole business is a 
tratlicking on tho weakness and callou 
ness of the Chinose Government which is 
to get « minimum of $2.00 a head out of 
every emigrant that leaves its shores, 
nominally “for expenses of inspection.” 
The Government is to receive $3.00 por 
head for the first teu thousand shipped 
from each port. A strong Governinont 
like that of India or of Japan would not 
even allow the proposals of the Transvaal 
to be submitted to its subjects. The In- 
dian Government can judge of the torms 
offerod and can accurately moasure tho 
whole circumstances. It kuows quite 
well that no Indiau coolies cau make in 
Twlia much more than a-fraetion of the 
sun that is offered in tho mines, but it, 
kuows also that money may be bought at 
too high a price, by the surrender of pri- 
vileges of health aud freodom and home 
that no money would buy. All that, eoolies 
whether in India, China, or’ Japan 
cannot understand for thomselves till * 
they learn by bittor exporience what it 
means, But, and with this important 
fact I will close my letter, there js a 
class of people in China now who know 
all about those. things.

his friends indulged in twelve years and 
more ago, the days of books such as the 
“Death Blow to Corrupt Doctrine,” are 
largely over, but instead thero are being 
publishod calm statoments of wrongs front 
which the Chineso are suifering, first at 
the hands of foreign nations who load 
them with indignities and trade on their 
weakness, and secondly from the incom- 
petence and corruption of a Government 
lacking alike in self-respect and in firm- 
ness. Already wo havo one Asiatic powor 
beginning to.check the aggressions. of 
Western powers in the Far East. If the 
West can learn its lesson.and be warned 
in time we may be saved ‘from a vaster

events as reported by your contemporary, 
but on the contrary they have been 
greatly surprised at my question. He 
adds that no Japanese at Chefoo, as far 
ashe has ascertained, originated such 
falso news, but he thinks that it may be 
due to a misapprehension of the real 
report made by the Press-boat of the 
«Chicago Daily News,” which states that 
on Sunday heavy explosion occurred 
inside Port Arthur when the boat was 
at a distance of about 15 miles 
from that place. 

I, as. Japanese, may not be in a proper 
position to judge such a case, but judging 
by commonsense, would it’ not yet be 
absurd to suppose that General Nogi 
has sent more than 28,000 men to the 
front for the preparatory operation of 
tho general attack on Port Arthur which, 
as your Tokio telegram hinted, and I 
myself also have been informed from a 
reliable source, will not be commenced 
until after about ten days?

IMPERIAL DECREES. 
(BY TELEGRAPH FROM PEKING.) 
(SPECIATLY TRANSLATED FOR THE “ NouTHs 
(CHINA DAILY NEWS.”) 

6th July. 
Decree commending some and cashiering 
others amoing a large number of department 
and district magistrates and directors of 
studies in the province of Ohihli in response 
toa mamorial by Yuan Stih-k'ai, Viceroy of 
said province. 
7th Suly. 


(Pfu Shan, Imperial Clansman, is 
appointed Senior Vice-Commissioner of the 
Octroi Bureau at the Chungwén gate of 
Peking, and P'u Hsiu (Imperial Clansman) 
Junior Vice-Commissioner of the same. 

(2) We hereby solect Lin Chrun-lin, a 
native of Ninghsien, Chibli, to be Optimus 
(Chuangyuan) of this year’s class of nowly 

Hanlin graduates; Chu Ju-chén, 
of ‘Tsingyuanhsien, Kuangtung province, 
to be Secundus (Pangyen); Shang Yen- 
Tia, Chinese Bannerman of the Tartar 
rison of Canton city, Kuangtung pro- 
vince, to be Tertius (T'anhua), and Chang 
Ch'iteh, of Szechou, Anhui province, to 
be Quartus (Ch‘uanle) of said graduates. 

‘Note:—A curious coincidence in names 
may be here observed; the name of the 
Optimus (the bighex possible'literary degree 
obtainable in China), Liu Ch‘un-lin, being 
exactly similar not only in sound but also 
in characters to that of the Provincial Trea- 
surer of Yunnan, Lia Ch‘un-lin, who, as may 
be remembered by our readers, was 
transferred by Imperial decree yesterday to 
the Provincial Treasurership of Kuangsi— 
‘Translator. 











8th July. 


(1) With reference to the memorial of the 
Board of Rites asking for instructions relative 
to the celebration of HLM. the Empress 
Dovager's seventicth birthday anniversary 
next November, We hereby command that 
the congratulatory obeisances shall be per- 
formed in the Jénshou Throne-hall, but that 
the banquets asd feasting usual on such 
occasions be stopped in the present instance. 

(2) The adopted grandson of Prince Yi 
‘Mu, 4th Order, P‘c Chun, is hereby com- 
manded to change his name to that of P'u 
Chieh. 





10th July. 

(1) Decree of the Empress Dowager 
stating that owing to the exigencies of the 
times all must practice economy and avoid 
extravaginoe in expenditure. A decree on 
‘this subject has already been issued on @ 
previous occasion, but no one seems to nave 
paid much attention to it. Her Imperial 
‘Majesty. however, is deterniin:d that decided 
steps suould be taken in this direction and 
thecefore commands the abolition of the posts 
of the “Hoppo” or Customs Superintendent 
of Canton, and that of Superintendent of 
Customs of Husian in Kiangsu province, the 
duties of “Hoppo”” in Canton to be under- 
taken by the Viceroy of the Two Kuang 
Provinoes. Also, as the Commissionerships 
of tho Imperial Silklooms of Kiangning and 
of Soochow are both in the one province of 
Kiangsu, tho firsinamed Commissionership 
is hereby abolished. Finally, all mgh 
‘Ministers of the Crown in Peking and the 
‘Yortar Generals, Viooroys, and Governors 
of provinces are exhorted to take pains in 
investigating their soveral jurisdictions so 
that wherever they may find an opportunity 
of abolishing useless posts or amalgamating 
those carrying similar duties they are here- 
by empowered to do so without delay, laying 
aside likes and dislikes for the sake of tne 
welfare of the State at large. 

(2) Kor similar reasons of economy the 
prayer of tho Emperor, that the Empress 
Dowager consent to the carrying out in full 
of the birthday celebrations in November of 
her Majesty, is hereby vetoed by the 
Empress Dowager and at the same time the 
high officials of the Empire are hereby 
‘excused from sending the tribute usual on 
ssuch auspicious occasions. When her Majesty 
‘was at Hsinn in 19G0 and 1901 she accepted 
all tribute and gifts sent by her nigh officals, 
owing to the fact that they had incurred 
much trouble ana expense in transporting 
them so far; but things are now changed, 
and in view of tho present war between 
Japan and Russia on account of Manchuria, 
which has not yet been decided, her Majesty 
cannot find it in her heart to encourage 
extravagance and calebrations whilst her poor 
unfortunate subjects in Manchuria are suf- 
fering the pangs and horrors of war. So alsa 
in the case of Kuangsi, which unfortunate 
provine> is also undergoing trouble and 
famine on accou~t of the insurrection there.

Speeially Promoted. 


We have received a memorial from 
Yuan Shih-k‘ai, Viceroy of Chihli pro- 
vince, wherein he eulogises a certain ex- 
pectant Taotai, of the name of Ln Chia- 
‘ku, as a master in financial questions, and 
accordingly asks for a special reward to 
be granted to the said official. In proof of 
Lu Chia-ku's ability, when the said official 
was in Shantung Province he was given 
the task of reorganising the salt and 
grain tribute transportation departments 
of that provineo, the revenues of which 
had been suffering considerably through 
the dishonesty of those connected there- 
with. Before long there was a regular 
addition of over a million taels’ revenue 
to the Provincial Government of Shan- 
tung, obtained through the efforts and 
foresight of the said Taotai. The memore 
ialist accordingly had the said Lu Chia.” 
ku transferred to Chihli to give the gov- 
ernment of that province the benefit of 
his knowledge and experience in such 
questions and to try to reorganise the 
tobacco and spirit tax collecting depart- 
ments. Through his efforts Lu Chia-ku 
was able to increase the revenues derivable 
from the above commodities to the sum 
of above Tis. 800,000. In view of the 
said Viceroy’s recommendation we hereby 
command Yuan Shih-k'ai to give gome

Biscuit Making for the Russians. 
‘A. dispatch from the North states that 
during tho past five wooks the Russian 
military authorities have commandeered tho 
sorvices of all the native bakers of Mukden 
to make biscuits for the Russian forces at 
Linoyang and vicinity. The flour used is 
mostly of American whoot with a moiety of 
the mative mills, ‘Tho output of ese 
biscuits, or as the Chineso call them “ Popo,” 
‘are sald to be at the rato of over 4,000 a 
day, cach bisouiut woighing about six Chinese 


ounces, 


Road Construction Near Mukden. 
Tt is stated that the Russians have very 
nearly completed a fino milary road running 
northwards parallel to the railway and com- 
mencing from the North gato of the city of 
Mukden, ‘This road is to “ provide for con- 
tiny » where tho trains on hand may 
not be found adequate to transport all the 
Russian troops who may, by, and by, desire 
to get to Harbin “in accordanco with 
Goneral Kuropatkin’s prearranged plan of a 
strategic movement to the rear.” A large 
number ‘of natives of Mukden and vicinity, 
that is to say, somo 3,000 of them, havo 
boon engaged in this compulsory road-makking 
for tho past five wooks, working, it is re- 
ported, day and night in constant terror of 
the leather-thonged horsowhips of the 
Gossacks who superintend the task. Is it 
thon surprising to bystanders that the 
matives of Manchuria pray doy and night, 
with lighted jose sticks in their hands, for 
tho speedy appearance of the Japaneso 
army? 
Opening the Port of Ch‘angsha, 
Hunan. 

A Changsha, capital of Hunan province, 
dispatch states that a large plot of 
ground outside the Siangeh'um gato of 
that city has beon selected for the 
treaty settlement for foreign trade and 
Hint % is decided to establish a Municipal 
government similar in all respects to tho 
Shanghai Municipality, with a police forco 
and a publio works department to super 
fatend road making, drainage, oto. 
Customs Taotaiship of the port of Ch‘angsha 
45 to bo vested is the Salt Taotai, who is also 
‘Milwary, Intendant of Circuit of the profec- 
tures of Ch'angsha and Paoch‘ing. The new 
Custom-houso, which is situated outside the 
‘Wost gate of Ch‘angsha city, not far from the 
steamer wharves, was opened on the Ist 
instant. 





11th June. 
ILE. Tuan Fang, 
tho new Governor of this province, arrived 
hero from Kiangyin in the cruiser Ts‘uts'ai 


on Saturday morning at six o'clock, landing 


at the Kinleeyuen Wharf. “The local Chineso 
authorities headed by the Tsotai, Mr. Yuan, 
who had been awaiting his Excellency’s 
arrival at. Woosung, followed in the wake 
of the Ts‘uts‘ai in the gunboat Chunho, and 
hastened to reosive their new, superior officer 
aa soon as the Ts‘uts'ai had got comfortably 
moored alosgside the wharf and was ready to 
reogive visitors. The French Vice-Consul 
also went on board to welcome Governor 
Tuan Fang, following which his Excellency 
landed, and getting into a brougham and 
pair was driven rapidly to the Bureau of 
Foreign Affairs, on the Bubbling Well Road, 
where fents had been propared tor 
him and his staff. These consist of three 
officials of Teotai rank ond a couple of 
secretaries, not counting some thirty odd 
“Ko Shih-ha,” the Manchu name for 
mounted bodyguard and orderlies. Arrived 
at the Burean of Foreign Affairs, his Excol- 
loncy was met by a detachment of the 
gubernatorial guards specially sent down 
from Soochow to escort him to that city. 
Governor Tuan Fang then held a reception 
for those who wished to pay their respects, 
and at noon retired to partake of luncheon. 
At about two o'clock in the afternoon the 
tmombors f the Constlar Body called on his 
Excellency, after which he received their 
Excellencies Lii Hai-huan, President of the 
Board of Works and Chief Treaty Commis- 
sioner; Shéng Kung-poo, Imperial Railway 
Commissioner; Wa Oh‘ung-hsi, _Vice- 
President of one of the Peking Boards and 
‘Vice Commissic -Genoral of Government 
‘Telograp! ‘Yang, Acting Provincial 
Commaner-in-Ohief of Kiangsu; and Yang 
Shih-chi, Vie Director-General of the 
China Merchants’ and Telegraph Companies 
and Junicr Adviser of the Shangpu. Bosides 
the above » number of Taotais and heads of 
Dopartrverts connected with Provincial 
Govermaciit +Iso called, among whom were 
Thotais Cou Paofay, Shanghai Manager of 
the Telczravh Administration, and Yon, 
Shih, and Chou, Executive Committee of the 
Chinese Ghanbor of Commerce. At 4 o'clock 
Governor ‘Tuan Fang left the Bureau of 
Foreign Affairs to return the calls of the 
Chinese raandarins who had called in the 
earligr part of tho diy, and in tho evening 
he was entertained at dinner by the higher 
mandarins who had borrowed tho residence 
of tho late well-Imown silk merchant, Wang 
‘Tso-ching, on North Ohekiang Road, for the 
occasion. “Yesterday forenoon his Excellency 
drove to Sicawei and inspected the Nanyang 
Collego, where he was received by Profesor 
Leavenworth and other officials of tho 
College, the, students being drain up in 
front of tho building in military style fo 
receive the distinguished visitor. Subso- 
quently his Excellency drove over to inspect 
‘tho Kiangnan Arsenal, where he also partook 
‘of Iuncheon prepared by Taotai Wei, tho 
Head Commissioner of tho Arsenal. 
Governor Tuan Fang will call upon the mem 
bers of the Consular Body this morning to 
return their calls of Saturday. As his Excel- 
Iency is to take over his scals of office at 
Soochow next Saturday, the .16th instant, 
he will not be able to remain in Shanghai 
many days. 


The Kuangsi Insurrection. 

Owing to the serious stato of affairs in 
Kuangsi province causod by the mutiny of 
the Hupeh and other troops, it is now an- 
nounced that H.E. Viceroy Tsén Ch'un- 
hsien, of the Two Kuang provinces, will 
‘himself Jead the troops starting from Canton 
to suppress the insurrection in Kuangsi. It 
is also reported that the insurgents have 
murdered several of the magistrates and 
military officers commanding the garrisons of 
the three cities of Liuchoufu. 

A Reported Japanese Success. 

It was reported in local mandarin circles 

that a telegram received from Chefoo reports 














the capture by the Japanese of a hil, a short 





distance east of Huangehinshan (Golden Hill) 
which commands the forts on tho latter 
eminence, and that # is nob e: that 
the Russians in Port Arthur’ will be able 
ta hold the place after to-morrow, or Wednes- 
day at tho latest. 


12th July. 
Distasteful to the Russians. 

‘Tho Russian authorities of Linoyang and 
Mukden are exceedingly angry with Yang 
Taotai, the Chinese head of the Fongtion 
railway, because ho has bad the hardihood 
recently to prevent the transport of supplies 
from neutral territory into the Russian lines. 
On this account pressure is beng brought 
upon Tséng Chi, the Mukden Tartar 
General, to dismiss Yang Taotai and place 
some more pro-Russian mandarin in his 
place. 


For Coast Defence. 

‘The Centrak Government, it is reported, 
bas sent instructions to tho various Viceroys 
and Governors of provinoas td purchase from 
abroad fast-steaming torpedo-boats to act 
as coast and river guards, owing to the 
prevalence of pirucy. Besides those torpedo- 
boats a squadron of small fast cruisors is 
also to be purchased from abroad to regular- 
ly police the coasts of the maritime 
provinces. . 


Spades for the Russians at Port 
Arthur, 

A Choloo dispatch reports that soveral 
natives of Liaotung aro now in Ohefoo 
purchasing spades, apparently for the 
Raisian forces at Port Arthur. In conse- 
quence of this tho blacksmiths of Chefoo 
and vicinity are at prosont exceedingly busy 
making spades of a cortain pattern, samplos 
of which wore brought over by'the natives 
in question. . 
‘The New Governor, 
HE. Tun Fang, called upon the various 
Consuls at this port yesterday forenouu, 
accompanied by the Shanghai Tactai, Yuan 
Shu-hsun. His Excellency then went to 
inspect the Ching Chong Schoo} at Yang- 
te0po0, established by tho lato Ningpo mer- 
chant, Yeh Ching-chong, where the scholars 
went through a sories of gymnastic exercisos 
which greatly pleased tho Governor. In the 
evening his Exoollency was entertained at 
dinner by the principal merchants of this 
port. * 
‘The Russians at Port Arthur, 
i is reported, having consumed all the 
fodder stored up by them for their horses, 
havo bogun ruthlessly cutting down the corn 
and whoat planted by natives in the vicinity 
of Port Arthur, in consoquenco of which 
famino will bo staring in the faocs of the 
unlucky inhabitants of that part of the 
‘Liaotung Peninsula in tho coming autumn. 











1oth July. 


‘The New Governor of Kiangsu, 
HE. Toon Fang, gavo a dinner on 
Monday ovoning to tho mombers of tho 
Consular Body and other foreign guests 
at tho Bureau of Foroign Affairs, at wl 
wero also presont, amongst other Chinese 
Houcios Shong Kung 
pao, Lit Hai-huan, and Wa Ch' 
and the Shanghai Taotai, Yu 
hstiu, Yesterday, at noon, the

Tt was oxpectod yesterday that 
Governor Tuan Fang would leave in the 
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evening for Soochow, as his Exeellency is 
to take over his seals of oflice on the 6th 
instant. 
The Capture of Liuchou, Kuangsi, 
by mutinous troops acting in conjunction 
with insurgents, as already reported in 
these “Notes,” was effocted by the 
expectant profect ‘Tsu Shéng-woi, who 
commanded a groat portion of the troops. 
It appears that this prefect hoard that 
Viceroy 'Iséu intonded to behead him, 
on some charge or other, having already 
received the conseut of the Throne to do 
so, and so tho prefect took the op- 
portunity of rebelling first aud so kept 
his head, for the timo being.

Smallpox Epidemic in Mukden. 

A native paper learns from Mukden 
that smallpox is so prevalent amongst the 
Russias im that vicinity that all the 
hospitals are full to overilowing and the 
Russian medical department is in despair, 
being at a loss what to do to overcome 
the opidemic, ‘The natives of Mukden 
also havo not been immune and it is re- 
ported that they are dying in large num- 
bers daily. As a matter of fact it has 
beon computed that alroady a tenth of 
the population of Mukden have been 
carried off by the disease, 


ILE. Governor Tuan Fang 

loft Shanghai for Soochow as already re- 
ported in these “Notes,” on Tuesday 
evoning. No less than four steamlaunches 
wore requisitioned to tow the large 
number of houseboats carrying his Excel-

isdiction and making him respon- 
siblo for their safoty. 


Fish Catching by Euglish Methods. 
‘Tho Shangpu, ot Board of Commerce, 
has authorisod the establishment of a 
Company which intends to fish aloug the 
seacoast by meaus of steam trawlers, 
after the English method. In addition 
it is proposed to use electric lights to 
entice fish into the nets during the night. 
A former Chuangyuan, or Optimus named 
Chang Ch‘ien, who is also au adviser of 
the Shangpu, is the head of the now 
Fishing Cmpany. 
The Empress-Dowager’s 
Decree. 

‘There seems to be a general fecling in 
Mandarin circles that the Empress- 
Dowager is really anxious to take in 
hand the reform of this country. Know- 
ing the desire of the Emperor in this 
respect, her Majesty has started the 
movement in order that, when she gives 
up the reins of Government to tho 
Emperor noxt spring, the machinery of

reform will then be in full swing. 
Furthermore, her Majesty knowing that 
the country at large is aware that, as her 
coup @état of 1898 was against reforms, 
the conservative party would cortainly 
oppose reforms if the Emperor should 
commence them on his assumption of 
the reins of Government, and so to put 
a stop to all such opposition she herself 
starts them, thereby giving reform the 
impress of her authority and making 
it easy for the Emperor in the future. 
If this is true there is hope indeed for 
China yet.

WAR 
NOTES AND NEWS. 


I4th July. 

Tho most dramatic account of the 
recent engagement outside Port Arthur 
that has so far beon published, is con- 
tained in the narrative of Lieut.-Com- 
mander Hazama, of the destroyer Sh: 
kumo. ittle vessel has arrived at 
Saseho bearing terrible marks of the hot 
experience through which it passed. It 
was cruising, early on the morning of the 
22nd ult., watching the mouth of Port 
Arthur, when tho Russian fleot unex- 
pectedly emerged. ‘The Shirakumo 
hastened to inform the picket-ships and 
then returned to the cruising ground, 
whore it remained unnoticed for some 














time. On the arrival of the main Ja- 
panese fleet, and several torpedo flotillas, 
the Shirakumo joined an attack on the 
Novik, which was supported by four 
Russian destroyers, At this timo, 
howover, tho Russians retreated, the 
Japanese torpedoes pursuing them 
to the harbour mouth, At 8 p.m. 
the following general order was hoisted 
on the flagship Mikaza: “Make night 
attack. The fate of the Empire depends 
on this action, and we hope: you will 
exert yoursolves to tho utmost.” There 
was a bright moon shining, but the dense 
columns of smoke from the Russian ships 
obscured the surface of the sea for milos 
round, and greatly facilitated the night 
attack. At 8.20 p.m. the flotillas advanced 
at full speed, against a fire go fierce that 
it was impossible {to see a distance of 
more than fifty or sixty yards, owing to 
the columns of water raised by the 
enemy's falling shells. For the same 
cause it was impossible to see what 
result followed the discharge of the 
torpedoes. ‘The, engagement was kept up 
till 3 am, when the moon set, the 
Shirakumo with the first destroyer flotilla, 
then made a rush for the Russian battle- 
ships. Sho got separated from the others, 
and so was able to approach a battleship 
of the Pobieda type without being 
perceived, and discharged two torpedoes 
in quick succession against her. The 
rest of the narrative may be told in Com- 
mander Hazana’sown words: “ Porceivi 

that these torpedoes had effectively tol 


on the battleships, wo raised three shouts 
of banzai, and wero turning the destroyer 
round, when a shot hit the steering rod 
and exploded in the officers’ quarters. In- 
stantly our destroyer was set on fire, and 
the whole of the crow worked hard to 
control it by pouring water from pump 
and buckets. ' But the blaze afforded, the 
onomy a target, and shots and shell from 
the cnemy's ships and forts showered on 
our vessel and greatly harassed our_work 
in controlling the fire, which burned until 
all the articles in the officers’ quarters 
were destroyed. During this time tho 
captain stood calmly on the bridge and 
ordered the course of the destroyer to bo 
changed, which, however, was impossible 
owing to the fact that the steering gear 
was damaged. ‘The Captain then ordered 
tho crow to run the destroyer against one 
of tho gnemy’s ships, Just then another 
shot hit the deck, causing several casual- 
ties. A fourtoon’ year-old boy, named 
Kichitaro Okano, who was attached to 
Captain Asai, Commander of the flotilla, 
‘was on board the destroyer, and he for- 
tunately perceived that a shot which had 
ierced tho aft hold was causing a fire. 
‘oung as he was, ho grasped: the gravity 
of the danger, pluckily put out tho fire 
by smothering it with a blanket, and did 
not forget to roport the matter to the 
Onptain. This brave fout was performed 
in spite of a bruise he had sustained on the 
left arm by a fragment of a shell. ‘Tho 
shots became thicker and thicker ‘as the 
destroyer steamod on, and it seemed in- 
ovitable that sho would sink before she 
could ram the onemy’s ship. The 
Captain, consequently, ordered the 
stooring gear to be repaired, and to make 
for the open soa. Happily the repairs to 
the gear were effoctod and wo rotroated, 
firing our machine guns, By tho timo 
wo had exhausted our ammunition, wo 
wore outof the range of the enemy's 
Tt was at 4.29 a.m, When wo 
joined the main floot, we found there our 
torpedo destroyers and boats, which wo 
dolioved had gone to the bottom.” 
Another story of gallantry which has 
just boon brought to light by tho “Japan 
‘Timos,” takes us back to tho sinking of 
the Hatsuse. Above 500 metros behind 
the ill-fated battleship, was tho torpodo- 
gunboat Tatsuta, which picked up 200 
mon from the Hatsuso including Admiral 
Nashiwa. No sooner had the Admiral 

















boarded the gunboat than ho strode up 
to the bridge and resumed charge of tho 
squadron. Tho Tatsuta subsequently 
joined in the pursuit of the Russian 
torpedo boats which wore soon aftr 
the disastor, and opened a heavy 
fire on them, but, the latter having soon 
that theirrotroat might be cut off, steamod 
apidly away and mado the harbour. 

the Moscow correspondent of the 
“Standard” writes:—The letters of 
Russian orrespondents at the front aro 
now coming in, and although thoro is 
naturally a tondenoy to give predomin- 
ance to minor affrays in which the Rus- 
sian proved victorious, thero is much of 
general interost in the accounts. ‘Thus 
the accounts given by Russians who wore 
captured by the Japanese at the Yalu 
fight and after recovering from their 
wounds managed to oscape, give high 
praise to the culture, humanity, and 
generosity of their foos.° “The Ja- 
panese,” says one account, “treated us 
80 well that there is evory possibility of 
a close friendship following upon our 
enmity, as was tho caso with the Fronch 
after Sebastopol. Japanese doctors. 
tended our wounded oqually with thoir 
own, in return for which Russian doctors 
taken prisoners readily attended to tho 
Japanese, As for food, the Japanese at

once recognised that their diet was unfit 
for Russians, and provided suitable 
rations. The captive Russian officers, 
who were each provided with a soparaté 
tent, were requasted to superintend the 
proper preparation of food for their 
follow prisoners.” Tho mode adopted 
by the Japanese to select on the field of 
battle those who might repay the im- 
mediate attention of the surgeons sounds 
ingonious. “They moved an arm or leg, 
or both, of the man as he lay; if there 
was any movement to roturn them, the 
man was picked up and set on his feet ; 
if he managed to stand so much as a 
fraction of a minuto, he was forthwith 
carried off in a dooly to the field hos- 
pital.” Presumably those of the wound- 
ed who wore not in a state to move arm 
or log wore loft for lator rescue parties. 

‘The campaign, as far as the Japanese 
aro concerned, is really, according to the 
“Hongkong Daily Pross,” about three 
wooks ahoad of what may, without lovity, 
perhaps bo described as schedule time, 80 
that the olements must have been one of 
tho factors taken into consideration at the 
boginning of tho war. General Whooler, 
saya an American exchange, says the 
Topancse must be experioneing enormous 
difficulty in gotting their larger field guns 
to the front, owing to tho condition of 
the roads, which must be like morasses in 
many places, but ho doos not doubt th: 
they will “got thore all right.” That is 
tho gonoral view taken hore. 

‘The following interesting description 
of Linoyang is from the “ Hongkong 
Telograph:” Tho city Linoyang is pro- 
bably the oldest in Manchuria. It is 
situated on tho Taitsuho River, which 
runs into the Hun, a large tributary of 
the Liao. It is about forty milos in a 
direct lino W.8. W. of Mukdon. Tho 
outer face and battloments of the high 
walls ae of very hard brick, innor faces 
of woll-quarried stono, the variety of 
stone making thom an interesting study 
for a goologist. ‘Tho walls havo a ciroum- 
foronce of over ten miles. Much 
within is now under garden and orchard 
cultivation; thia city being specially 
famous for its grapes, poars, plums, and 
apricots, Tho population is about 60,000, 
amongst whom are not a few Mahome- 
dans and very many Chinese bannermen, 
with a goodly numbor of Manchus. The 
trade—which is gonoral—is vory flourish- 
ing; it is local, howover, and there are no 

cial manufactures. “Tho surrounding 
riet is very fortilo. Tho imperial 
highway from Mukdon to Nowchwang 
and Port Arthur separates here from the 
old rond to Corea. Liaoyang was in an- 
ciont times a groat Corean city, but was 
dostroyed by the Chineso and became 
the first capital of the Liao or Iron Dy. 
nasty which ruled north China in ihe 
tonth and oleventh centuries. The fine 
‘Tibotan-Indian pagoda stands up loftily 
against the skyline. It was built at. tho 
beginning of the prosont Manchu Dynasty 
in memory of tho bravo Ming General, 
Krung Yu-tch. Thore was probably a 
Yuen monument there before it, which 
the present one superseded. Formerly 
Linoyang was groat timber mart, rafts 
coming from the mountains to the city. 
‘Tho opening of the Yalu and Tatungkou 
and the clearing of the nearer forests 
have caused this trade to decline. The 
Roman Catholics had a large sominary 
‘at Shaling, ten miles to the north-west, 
which was totally destroyed in 1900 by 
Boxers. Lisoyang has prospered much 
with the advent of the Russians and 
thoir railway. ‘The reilway runs cast 
and wost past the city; towards Mukden 
it goos N. E, and from Shoushan 8.

MEDHURST COLLEGE, 
SHANGHAT. 


Speech Day. 

‘Tuesday, being the first Speech Day of 
the recently-opened Medhurst College, 3 
meoting was held in the College building at 


5pm 

College, which is the first and only 
British missionary boarding school in 
Shanghai, is named after Dr. Medhurst, the 
first Protestant missionary in Central China, 
who arrived in Shanghai sixty years ago. 

It was opened last March and now has 
forty-four boarders. It is under the charge 
of the Rev. H. L. W. Bovan, M.A., of tho 
London Missionary Society ; Mrs. Bevan, the 
Revs. E. Box and W. N. Bitton; and four 
Chineso teachers aro also on tho staff. 

After partaking of rofroshments, the 
visitora were conducted to the Collogo lawn 
where some score or more of the boarders 
wore drilled. They acquitted themselves 
very creditably considering the short time 
they thave boen under instruction. 

‘At the public mooting which followed, the 
Rev. H. L. W. Bevan, M.A., presided, many 
well-known missionaries and educationisis 
being on the platform. 

After the singing of a hymn in Chinese, 
Dr. Edkins offered prayer in tho sme 
Ianguage, after which the Rev. 0. H. 
Bondfield addressed the students in 
English. - He congratulated tho Faculty 
and the students on the compl 
of their first term, and on what they had 
been able to accomplish in such a short 
time. Tt was a grent thing to have made a 
good beginning. He im upon the 
students that what they had already learned 
was that there wore other countries and 
other peoples besides Chinese, and that these 
other people, were much the same}, in many 
respects, as they were, all being paris of 
one great family; and it was our duty to 
share with others. the privileges and 
advantages that we wero in possession of. 
In closing his very’ practical and helpful 
address, be exhorted them to mako their 
beginning us good as they possibly could 
and to learn to speak and write English well, 
mentioning-in his own experience how rarely 
he had found a Chinese who could do either 
the one or the other properly. 

‘The distribution of prizos then took placo, 
five being given for Chineso subjects and tho 
same number for foreign subjects. ‘Three 
prizes ‘were also given for proficiency in 
Scriptural knowledge, the first one being{ 
presented to the winner by Mr. Bondfield 
of the B. and F. Bible Society. Ono student 
also reesived a prize for good conduct and 
attendance. The presentation of two prizes 
for essays, ono in Chinese on “Tho Present 
Condition’ of the Chinese People,” and tle 
other in English on “The Russo-Japaneso 











War” brought this part of the proceedings 
to» close. ; 
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‘The Rev. F. L. Hawks Pott, D.D., of 
St, John's College, then gavo an eloquent 
address in Chinese which was listened to 
with close attontion by the students. His 
subject was “Some Necessary Qualities of 
a Siadent.” Ho enlarged on the mecenty 
of havi ence, humility, a spirit 
sorenento, ithe object of their acquisition 
of knowledge should not be a selfish one, 
Dut that 1 might be used in the service 
of dihers. These were the qualities he 
commended for their consideration, fooling 
assured that, if the students of the Colleze 

them, the institution would fulfil 
the wishes of the founders, and would be- 
come a blessing to China. 

‘Aiter Dr. Richard hnd offered prayer, the 
mecting was brought to o close by the 
singing of the Doxology and the pronouncing 
of the benediction. i 





THE LATE MR. G, F. 
’ WATTS, R. A. 


By the death of Mr. Georgo Fredorick 
Watts, R A., England has lost its most 
notable and in some rospects its most 
ropresontativo painter. Much more than 
a merely decorative artist, Mr. Watts was 
‘a soor and poct working in pigments 
instead of in words. At his beautiful 
rotront, “Limnorsleaso”, noar Guildford, 
ho had surrounded himsolf as far as 
possible with ideal conditions for a m- 
ary, and, although nevor a recluso, it was 
thoro that most of his groat allogorical 
paintings wero oxecutod. Of his best- 
known pictures “Love and Lifo” Lovo 
and Death,” “ Hopo,” and somo othors ho 
has paintod duplicate copies, his desir 
boing that thoy should convoy his toach- 
ing to as wido an audionco ns possible. 
With this object also ho has prosontod a 
front numbor of his works to national and 
city gallorios. ‘Tho so-called * Watts 
Collection” formod the nucleus of the 
National Gallery of British Art, which 
tho munificenca of Sir Henry Tato has 
sineo expanded into a collection only 
socond in interest to that of the National 
qallory itsolf. Another projoct of Mr. 
‘Watts was a rocord of heroic doods dono 
in ovoryday lifo, but although a momo- 
rial wall at St. Botolph’s, Aldorsgato ro- 
cords the namos of somo whe havo lost 
thir lives in endeavouring to savo life 
tho scheme novor mado such pi as 
its author wished. Until ho devoted 
himself to allogorical subjects Mr. Watts 
was chiefly occupied with portraiture 
and tho National Portrait Gallory is 
onrichod by @ large collection from his 
brush, An intonso admiror of Tonnyson, 
with whoso typically Ninotoenth Contury 
Englishism he had much in common, 
Mr. Watts had paintod sovoral por- 
traits of the poet, and ono of his 
latest works has been the execution 
of a statuo of his friond to stand in 
the market-place at Lincoln, In 
1902 tho oxcoptional placo occnpicd 
by Mr. Watts in the world of British 
art was recognised by his sclection as 
ono of thoso to reccive tho now Ordor of 
Morit. Mr. Watts was born as long ago 
as 1817 in London, and those who knew 
tho vigour of his fator yoars found it 
difficult to boliove that ho first exhibited 
at tho Royal Academy in tho yoar of the 
Into Quoon Victoria’s accession, 1837. 
Ho was twice married and in his’ second 
wifo had not only an ardent admiror, 
but a lady horself of highly artistic 
accgnplishments, whose rescarches in 
symbolism coupled with her work in 
Pottory have created a now industry in 
‘the village of Compton.

‘The following day the Treasuror Jui 
Liang mado his roturn call at 9 a.m. 
and for nearly two hours discussed tho 
curroney question. He asked particularly 
how the gold resorve was to be protected. 
Itwas explained that it would bo re- 
plenishod by gold drafts on China. Ho 
spoke of the imports largely oxcooding 
tho oxports and asked if this advorse 
balance of trade would not sooner or 
lator exhaust the gold resorve, In roply 
it was pointed out that in tho long run a 
country cannot buy moro than it produces 
and that yoar in and yoar out the imports 
and oxports must balance. His Ex- 
colloncy assentod to this, but immodintely 
referred to tho paymont of China’s onor- 
mous indomnity for which thoro aro no 
corresponding imports. Horo, too, ho 
was satisfiod, apparontly, with tho ox- 
planation that tho actual value of this 
indemnity would havo to bo made good 
in China’s products, and whilo thero was 
no roturn, except the sonso of satisfaction 
at fulfilment of a moral obligation, yot it 
has nothing specially to do with tho 
curroncy systom and maintenance of tho 
gold resorvo. Ho considerod a national 
bank an absoluto nocossity for tho 
success of a now system on a gold basis. 
Prof. Jenks submittod a number of quos- 
tions in writing to which His Excolloncy 
gavo written roplios in full tho noxt day. 

‘As an cclipso of tho sun occurred in 
‘tho aftornoon all tho officials wero engaged 
in ceromonials that provonted anothor 
interview on that day. 

Tho rost of tho day was theroforo 
given up to viowing tho many interesting 
sights of this old city. Tho ‘Dragon 
Pavilion” contains the old Dragon 
‘Throne of tho omporors of tho Northorn 
Sung Dynasty, 960-1127, A. D., durin, 
which timo, tho city was tho capital of 
tho Empire, It was thon called as it 
is to this day vory froquently, “ Pion 
Chong.” ‘This throne is a block of black 
limostono 3 ft. 10in. by 4 ft. 8in. by 5 ft. 
Sin, high, splondidly carvod with dragons 
in high roliof. It can only bo soon by 
candlo-light as it is now coverod in by 
the boards of tho shrine of Chang Yii- 
huang, ‘Tho ido eout placed upon 
this block of stone. Chang Yii-huang 
was a great statesman of tho Sung 
Dynasty, apothoosised by ond of tho 
cmporors. tomple now stands on 
the forty-feot high foundations of the old 
palace surrounded by a lake where were 
‘once the palaco grounds and buildings in 
a most brilliant poriod of China’s history. 
‘Tho approach to this throne is botween 
two hugo stono lions under a pailou, 
along a road raisod in the lako for nearly 
half-a-mile, through two gateways and 
courtyards, up a long doublo flight of 
stone stairs, with great flat stones carved 
with dragons forming an inclined plane 
‘between them, as in the present palaco 
grounds. Thoso stairs and balustrade 
with tho lions, the throno itself, and the 
high mound, aro all that romain of the 
original Sung palaces. Across this lako 
to the south-east is a boautiful structure, 
a} momorial hall to Marquis Tstng 


























Kuo-fan, built by the Govornment at 
the instanco of Li Hung-chang, according 
to somo. It is called tho Eh Hsing S20, 

‘Nosr tho drum tower, which is worth 


visiting, is a romarkable temple of tho 





Sung Dynasty, called the Hsiang Kuo 
Sco (fi[a]3). [t consists of three large 
buildings in ono great court-yard where 
daily fairs aro held. Tho two buildings 
at either end are not remarkable, boing of 
the common style of architecture for large 
two-storey tomples. The middle stracturo 
is cight-sided in the form of the pakua 
by which divinations are made, with a 
high pavilion in tho contro covering a 
four-facod, thousand-handed Buddha, or 
Goddess of Mercy. 

Near this is a largo Mohamedan 
mosque. Inside the West gate is the 
Governor's yamén. On the samo stroot 
further oast, is the temporary palace built 
for tho stay of tho Court in 1901 on their 
roturn from Hsian. ‘Tho Court was hero 
a month during which time the Emperor 
and Empress-Dowagor visited all tho 
public tomples, and on each of them 
bostowed a tablot writton by tho Im- 
porial pen as a memorial of tho visit. 

Not far oast on the stioet is the templo 
of tho God of War, oroctod and kopt in 
fino ropair by the ‘merchants’ guild of 
tho throe provinces of Shansi, Shonsi, 
and Kansu. Its courts, gatoways, drum, 
and bell-towers, halls,’ and sido-courts 
havo somo of tho most ologant aud boauti- 
ful architecture and carving we havo 
soon in China, No visitor to the city 
should fail to seo thom. Entranco is 
most easily obtained through tho guild- 
hall at tho roar. ‘The Commission was 
intorostod, too, in going through tho 
labyrinth ‘of warchouses in connection 
with tho Iangost pawn-shop in the city. 

‘Tho Kung Yiian, or oxamination halls, 
aro inear tho boautiful pagoda in the 
north-east cornor of tho city. 'Thoso aro 
more imposing than thoso in Poking in 
somo rospocts. ‘Tho ontrance is a fino 
gato-way and pien-poi. The drum-towor is 
high and gives a viow of tho acros of 
coll roofs, tho examinors’ residonces, and 
hall for prosontation of diplomas, with 
tho pagoda, Langt‘ing, city wall, gato and 
towors in the distance. ‘Tho grounds cover 
1563 acros; and there aro colls for ton 
thousand studonts to bo examinod at one 
timo. Each coll is fittod with a sholf for a 
writing table, and another for a sont. It 
is too small for tho occupant to lie down 
in. Ho is wallod in for throo days with 
only an oponing loft for food and water to 
bo passod in. Nono havo over diod in the 
colls horo as has happened in Poking. 
North of the Dragon Pavilion, or “ Lung: 
fing,” filling the spaco to the North wall 
of tho city and west of the North gate is 
tho Manchu encampment. This will in- 
terest those who have not soon the Man- 
chus of Poking or olsowhore, 

‘Two or throo li south-oast of the city is 
tho templo of the rain god—doubtloss a 
cool retreat in summer. It is especially 
intorosting by roason of the apparatus 
stored hero for pumping tho water out of 
tho city aftor inundations. Wo saw 
sovoral groat Archimedes’ scrows and tho 
cogged whools for turning thom. Thoso 
were more powerfal than the simple 
screw of Archimodes, which is a tubo 
twinod around a central axis, one ond 
placod in tho wator and the other elovat- 
od, turned by a crank. ‘Those wore mado 
by a contral wooden axis some fifteen foot 
long and nino inches in diamotor, sur- 
rounded by a plank oylinder noarly 
thirtoon feet long and thirty-four 
inches in diameter. The space betwoon 
this axis and the cylinder was divided 
by four spiral partitions which formed four 
screw-shapod tubes. A cross section of 
each is nino inches by five inches, A 
wooden wheel seven fect three inches in 
diamotor was fastened on ono end of tho 








contral axis by which to turn it. Iron 
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spikes in the rim served for cogs, and 
another wheol, at right angles to this, 
was arranged so that twelve men could 
apply their force to turning at the same 
time. It is cortainiy a powerful machine 
for clovating water, invented by some 
Chinese Archimedes. ‘These four have 
not been used since the time of Chi‘en 
Lung, but with a little repairing of the 
hoops would be serviceable. 

Near this “Rain God Tower” is the 
« Pai T’a” or white pagoda, dating from 
the Tang Dynasty. It is not white 
nor is it like tho ordinary pagoda. 
It isa massive towor of cight sides with 
four or five stories, cach smaller than the 
noxt lower ono, leaving a broad ledge 
upon which one can walk around tho 
structure at each storey, the staircases 
ascending from doorways opening on the 
outside of each storey. ‘This ledgo at tho 
top of tho third storey is vory much 
broader than the others Isaving a fine 
space for the visitor to sit and take in 
tho magnificent view on all sites. ‘Tho 
last two stories aro in the form of two 
truncated conos or ight-sided pyramids 
‘one on top of the other, so as to leave a 
lodge around the base of the upper one 
as at each storey below. Each faco of 
wall is of fine, large, square brick with a 
cireular niche in each for an image in 
bas rolief of Buddha. It is said that no 
two are alike but hero and there are 
somo faces and forms that can scarcely bo 
distinguished. ‘ 

‘A milo or two wost of the White 
Pagoda, and outside the South gato, is tho 
‘arsonal ostablished five or six years ago, 
and now becomo a mint as well. 

‘That forwhich K‘aiféngfuis most famous 
among foreignors is its colony of Chinoso 
Jows who are supposed to have como to 
China in tho latter part of tho 
dynasty, possibly 76 A. D. Cortain it is 
that they wore settled in this city when 
it was tho capital of the Empire, and built 
‘a synagoguo in tho first-year of Hsiao 
Chung (1163 A.D.) In tho vicissitudes 
of firo, frequent floods, earthquakds, and 
famino through which the city has passed, 
the Jowish synagogue has been destroyed 
and rebuilt several times. Tt is to these 
various rebuildings that we are indebted 
for tho inscriptions giving tho most of 
what wo know concerning this curious 
fragment of of the Jewish race, 

tho synagogue was somotimos called 
by the samo namo as Mohamedan mos- 
quos, Ts‘ing Chong Sze ats)» and tho 
Jows called thomsolves Lstaclites, but tho 
popular dosignation we found to be “ T'iao 
Chin Chiao” (PkH#}#e) “ or picking out 
the Sinew Sect,” in allusion to their 
custom of not eating the “sinew that 
shrank.” 

A ten minutes’ walk from our rooms 
brought us to the alley commonly called 
“Tino Chin” alley, but we found tho 
charactors carved in tho brick over two 
archways under which the alloy passos 
wore Chiao Ching Hut‘ung, et 
or “ Teaching tho Scriptures Alle 
loads off from a stroct called tho “ Shoop 
Market” (22 7fi) and is only a hundred 
yards long opening at the other end on a 
waste and desolation, such as only the 
vacant places in Ohinose 
Decome—a  dunghill, cesspool, and 
“poudretta” yard. This is the site of the 
former Jewish synagogue. The Christian 
Chu told us that forty years ago he saw 
the gateway still standing and it was 
probably some twenty years before, 
that the materials of the decaying 
structure were sold to the Mohamedans 
to provide for the impecunious members 
of the Jewish colony. Even the precious 
record tablets were sold for building stone 


























and only the fact that two of them-were. 
cracked and not worth a: thousand.cash 
has preserved them for us-to-day. 

The gilt lettered ‘wooden tablet ‘that 
hung over the entrance, “Israel” (= 
$438), is said to be in ond of the seven 
mosqués 6f ‘the city still, but a-cursiry 
visit to six-of them -failed:to fr 1 it 
The courtyard was originally’ about four 
hundred feet by two hundred and thirty. 
The Jows have now pawned ‘or mortgaged 
the corners for building lots. They have 
had ‘a’great deal of litigation over tho 
disposal of this property, and itis said, 
have’ even had ‘several-murder casés in 
connection with it. Finally an official 
gave a now dood to the remaining land, 
declaring’ that it cannot be sold except 
by tlie consent of the:seven families that. 
are leit. : 

_ ‘Tho Chao family had heard of our com- 
ing and ‘they had banked. up: the earth 
around tho-stone tablet so that .we could 
pass on all sides of it without falling. into 
the noisome-pond. » They had also washed 
both faces.of the. stone; showing some 
pride of race still remaining. ‘Thero are 

10 double-wedge-shapod marks in the 
iges of the stone showing-that at some 
time there were iron clamps to keop it 
from splitting into two slabs. ‘The tablet 
is on a carved base twenty-two inches 
high by thirty-one and a-half square. 
‘The tablet is of the same width as the 
baso, four feet ton inches high and six 
inches thick. It is in the main quite 
legible and with the holp of old rubbings 
made by the Catholics, Mr. Bevis has 
mado a complete and accurate copy of 
both inscriptions. On the west side 
the insciiption is dated “Great Ming 
Dynasty, Hung Chih (R24) the second 
year,” or 1489 A.D. ‘Tho inscription on 
the eastern sido is the seventh yoar of 


Ching Teh (JEG) of the Ming dynasty or 
1512.4.D. 


‘A curious fact about the stone is that in 
a list of names of Jewish families a num- 
bor of characters have been chisoled out. 
‘This was done about 1870. In that. year 
they say a foreigner camo to investigate 
the Jews. He was takon in by an inn 
or; restaurant called the Paohsingchai, 
allowed to stay over night and was given 

wino feast, tho story goes. ‘Tho next 
day the gentry brought a crowd, ho was 
expelled from the city, and the restaurant 
domolished. A notice was posted that 
any business houso that over in tho 
future might daroto entertain foroignors 
would be treated in the samo way. ‘This 
scared the Jews so that sone six or eight 
of them chiseled out their family namos 
from the list on the tablot. 

For many years the few visitors have 
failed to find a tablot that was said to bo 
built into tho wall of a house. On on- 
quiry Mr. Chao said that it was against 
the wall of his houso and its. faco 
the mud wall of his 
yard. He showed us the edgo of 
it and promised to take tho wall 
and dirt away if we would 
come the next day. He was true to his 
word and we found tho stono washed 
clean and exposed down to the founda- 
tion. He rebuilt his wall a few foet to 
one side so that the stone is now open to 
the inspection of visitors. Being of poor 
quality, its face is withered so that 
much of it is illegible. Enough can bo 
read to identify it as boing of the 18th 
year of K‘ang Hei, or 1680 A.D., a tablet 
erected on the construction of an “an- 
costral ihall” for a Chao. It also con- 
firms the common belief that the Jews 
came in the Han dynasty and many sen- 
tences from it seem to be Jewish. 























These inscriptions refer to Adam, Noah, 
“Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, Aaron, Moses, 
Joshua, ‘and Ezra... They. give a. good 
deal of doctrine, msinly cast in Confucian 
form. Many names of God, of their reli- 
gion, customs, etc., are the same as those 
of the Chinese Mohamedans. Many of 
their customs referred to aro identical with 
‘those of modern Jews in Europe, or of 
ancient Jews. Some, however, are en- 
tirely different. An old Jow who died in 
Shanghai was found to be circumcised 


but the rite is not now observed. The, 


Mohamedans will no longer give their 
daughters to Jews for wives as formerly 
but will take Jewish girls. 


* Since their fortunes declined, their © 


priests who understood Hebrew have all 
died, they have intermarried and adopted. 
the idols and customs of those around 
them. Some with whom we talked owned 
that they had the false gods in which 
they did not believe, but said it was due 
‘to their heathen wives and to the 
necessity to “fill their mouths.” They 
claimed, ‘however, that some of their 
number had no ‘idols. Closor enquiry 
developed the fact that these are too 
poor to have idols. Several of theso 
familios are in’ fair circumstances, ono 
boing a-silver-smith, sanother,.. a. re- 
stauratour, anothor the. owner of a,livery 
stable, and-one: an: offcial:: Within -ton 
yoars Hebrew parchments with Hebrow 
lettors in gilt have’ been: purchasod for is 
fow hundred tacls: baer wit

say thoy romembor ‘seéing tho Hebrew 
scrolls hang from eéiling to floor in' their 
house, but they finally: had: to-serape off 
the gold leaf to sell and: make up -the 
sheepskin into coats and trousers for, 
which use. they wor extremely sorvice- 
ablo.. ‘There aro still rumours of those 
patchments being in existence and if 
there are any, it is to bo hoped that the 
Jewish Association of Shanghai will 
succged in getting possession of thom, 
Somo.of the Chao family have gone to 
Shanghai with the help of this Associa- 
tion to- study Hobrow. ‘Tho Jows’ in 
K'aiféng speak Hiopofully of this Society 
assisting them to rebuild their synagoguo, 
when they shall.have priosts once more 
and gathor thoir scattered _ mombey 
‘Thoy say that then they. can loxvo: off 
idolatory. : 

‘The Commission had intended to spond 
only two or thro -days in K‘aiféng but 
first an invitation from the Govornor to a 
feast and later, the desiro on both sides, 
for furthor questioning on the subject of 
the currency, taxation, Chin:

THE ELECTRIC 
LIGHT AT TIENTSIN. 


From mae “ Onna Ties.” 
Within twelve months’ time residents in 
the British Conceseions may expect to have 
at their doors 8 ok ee ee 
{vilisation has , a convenience 
fahatitants af tho French Concéssion havo 
‘enjoyed for some time, of which all classes 
‘have not been slow to take advantage. Alter 
various suggestions for the supply of electric 
light were nogatived, the matter was taken 
‘up in a business-like manner by the Tientsin 
Gas Co, which has now arranged for the 
supply of clectric power within the limits of 
‘tho British Concessions. 

‘A contract bas boon made through M. van 
‘Corbae, acting on behalf of Messrs. Arnhold, 
Karberg and Co. of London, New York, and 
‘Wicntein, for the erection and equipment of 
1 first-class electric power station at Tientsin, 
‘with a complete installation suitable for all 
municipal and domestic requirements. 
sito has yot been decided upon definitely, 
but several are under considemtion, and 
Woubtless one will bo selected from these 
offering in the Extra Concession where suit 
able ground is avilable for tho erection of 
extensive premises. 

To moot immediate requirements the 
contractors undertake to furnish a steam 
plant of 350 h.-p., and an olectric plant 
capable of maintaining 2,600 lamps of 16 
cp. cach, Tt is estimated that this will 
more thin suffice for the demands likely to 
be made on the Company at the time the 
station is finished, but arrangements will be 
mate for increasing the output from time to 
time according to the growing needs of the 
community, and this without delay, and at 
© minimum additional cost to the Ga 
Company. 

‘Tho current to be supplied will be of about 
440 volts, but as this high voltage shortens 
the life of inéandcacent lamps, the three-wire 
system will be adopted as the most econo- 
mical. By this means a current of 220 volts 
only is available from the mains for lighting 
Purposes, and no transformer is necessary. 
It is hoped that the installation will be com- 
Plete, and the public supplied, by Jane next 
at tho latest. 

The power will be obtained from com- 
pound steam-ongines of type, and 
they, as well as much of the cther machinery 
ito ba parchased, will be of British manu- 
factnre. 

Messrs. Arnhold, Kerterg and Oo: are 
installing a smaller complete plant in Shan- 

tung. It fs chiefly for the convenience of the 
Shantung College, and its power is 1,500

lamps of 16 c.p. each. ‘This plant is now 
ready for delivery, and will be erected 
shortly.

THE WEIHAIWEI 
GOLD MINES. 


Mr. T. Launcolot Dawson, A.R.S.M., 
Manngor of tho Weihaiwei Gold Mining 
Company's minos, is making a briof stay 
in Shanghai, and'to a roprosontative of 
this journal, who sought him out, he has 
kindly givon somo interosting particulars 
in regard to the progross of tho ontor- 
prise under his diroction. Shanghai is 
not a gold-mining community and oven 
among  sharcholders in tho company 
thero aro somewhat vaguo notions as to 
what is actually going on in tho British 
loased territory. Whon tho Gompany 
was first started, thore was some sort of 
an idoa that a now California had boon 
Aiscovored, which was to mako up for 








any shortcomings of Woihaiwoi as a 
political acquisition. ‘Thon camo reports 
of the abandonmont of sovoral claims, 





dclay whilo waiting for milling ma- 
chinery, and a cortain amount of dis- 
appointment and despondoncy. 

In point of fact, as Mr. Dawson 
pointed out, both | impressions wero 
erroneous. In the Weihaiwoi leasod 
territory there aro undoubtedly roofs 
which will pay to work, and pay very 
well. Tho circumscribed nature of the 
territory is a limit to the number of 
workings, though gold probably exists 
more or less throughout the provinces 
of Shantung. But it impossible to 
strike a rich onough voin at the first 
attempt, and in this instance four pro- 
spects were opened up and abandon- 
ed before work was commenced on the two 
parallel veins, Gin Tzu Ling, which aro now 
being mined. In regard to their milling 
machinory the Company have been exceed. 
ingly fortunate. Situated only three 
miles from the coast, they have laid down 
a metalled road direct from the harbour 
to the mine for transport purposes. 
Instead of being compelled to wait for 
light-railways or other means of commu. 
nication, it is established already. In less 
than three months, it is hoped, a mill of 
twenty stamps, capable of crushing 80 tons 
of ore a day, will be in operation. Nino. 
tenths of the machinery has already arri 
ed. This compares well with the West 
African mines, some of which were floated 
in 1899, and, regarded as good-payingcom- 
panios, are still waiting for the completion 
of their mills. In cost as;well as in time the 














saving has boon enormous. The cost of 
conveyance of the machinery at Weihaiwei, 
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works out at about five shillings ‘a ton, 
from port to mino, whores to some of 
the African mines it is £10, £15, or 
even £20 a ton. In addition’ to fuel, 
portions of the machinery have to be 
renewed practically evory month, so that 
the saving in that diroction is continuous. 

Another advantage onjoyed by the 
Weihaiwoi mines is that there is no 
Isbour difficulty. About 200 minors aro 
employed at prosent, noarly all Chineso 
coolies though a few skilled Coroans 
are shortly to bo introduced as fore- 
men instructors. A miner takes 
considerable amount of training, as intel- 
ligenco in drilling is as essential as 
more physical strength. 

It is a mistake to supposo that tho 
Company owns all the gold-mining rights 
at Woibsiwoi. A fow private claims 
have also boon staked out, but 80 far, 
except for tho old Chinoso workings 








at Gin Tzu Ling Mino, some of which 
were fairly oxtonsive, the Company has 
mado all the sinkings, ‘They havo staked 
out roughly, about throo miles, on 
the line of tho Gin Tzu Ling ‘reots 
and have had little trouble with the 
owners of tho surfaco rights who 
have usually beon willing to soll at 
8 reasonablo figuro. A good doal of the 
Company's proporty lies on ground which 
was formorly hoath and uncultivated. 

Altogothor Mr. Dawson is confidont 
that beforo the next annual roport is 
prosonted to tho sharcholders, ho will 
have boon able to back it up with a fow 
gold bars and concontratos already ship- 
pod. 








AN UNPLEASANT 
ADVENTURE WITH 
PIRATES. 


A GOVERNMENT LAUNCH 
SURROUNDED. 


Mossrs. Goo. Fenwick & Co., La., have 
supplied the “Hongkong Daily Pross” 
with tho following particulars of an 
incident which occurred to tho Govorn- 
ment Taunch Alexandra on her voyage 
from Hongkong to Weihaiwoi. Tho Ro- 
port is by Capt. Ellis, who thinks that its 
publication may bo of servico to othors 
navigating small craft along the coast. 

“ About 6.30p.m. on Wednesday, the 8th 
June, the woathor sotting in thick and 
rainy, I decided to anchor for tho night: 
at Namki Island. I thorofore onterod ar 
inlet on tho N.W. sido of that island and 
found good anchorage for a small vossel in 
four fathoms of water and sholterod from 
all winds excopt tho N.W. Upon cropping. 





anchor, the launch was immodiately: 
surrounded by upwards of 100 fishing 
boats, who came from every con: 
ceivable nook and corner, and linod 
the launch ten deep all round. 
The occupants of these boats 
swarmed aboard tho launch from 


all directions. My men could not under. 
stand a word of their dialect, and, as they. 
appeared to be getting boisterous [ 
concluded that discretion was the botter- 
part of valour and consequently sent my 
engineors below to stand by the engines 
and to get. a good head of steam. T at 
first thought that the men had boarded 
the launch simply out of curiosity, but 
was speedily undeceived when it became 
evident that they were there for loot, 
for they began to hustle my men about 
and handle everything that was move- 
able. At last the brass helmet of tho 
Binnacle caught their eyes, and two of 
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thom attempted to remove it. This I of 
course resisted, with the rosult that there 
was danger of being overpowered. I 
consequently jumped down the cabin and 
procured my revolver, a large size .45-cal. 


Colt. The men had the audacity 
to follow me down the cabin 
stops, but a couplo of smashi 


blows on the jaw from the butt of 
the revolver sont thom to the right-about 
and I got on deck. My throo quarter- 
masters, soeing me como up, armed them- 
selves with piocos of firewood snd iron 
bars, and we proceeded to cloar the deck. 
‘After about ton minutes of lively work, 
we succeeded in doing so, when Iattompted 
to get up anchor, We were anchored with 
1 kedge and 3}-inch line, the chains not 
being available on account of the tompor- 
ary housing covering up the capstan. 
This the fishermen rosisted, holding on 
to the line and trying in every way to 
impede our movemout. 

“At length I was obliged to firo a shot 
over them, and that having no offect I 
fired a second through the bows of ono of 
the most prominent boats, and then sue- 
cooded in shortening in tho line and drag- 
ged the anchor into deep water by goin; 
full-speod astern, when was able to pic 
it up, not, however, without constantly 
threatening the howling mob who porsist- 
od in clustering round the launch. 

“ Aftor turning round and getting full- 
speed on her, I gave one fellow the stom 
in good stylo, cutting him down and eap- 
sizing the occupants, who wore all picked 
up by their comrades. This soomod 
to damp. their ardour and I got away 
all right, boing obliged to put in 
a vory unpleasant night through fog 
and rain, 

“J am firmly convineod that if I had 
not got out as I did, the lounch and 
crew would havo romainod there for good, 
tho vossol boing simply postod as missing ; 
for a more piratical gan doos not exist 
than the fishormon on this part of the 
const.” 

‘Tho Alexandra porformed the voyago 
from port to port in 9} days; deducting 
stoppages, tho actual steaming time was 
sovon days. Immediately on arrival a two 
hours’ trial was made, whon a spoed of 
ton knots was oasily attained. Tho 
Oficors ropresonting the Governmont 
oxpressod thomsolvos as highly pleased 
with tho vossol and gavo Captain Ellis a 
commendatory tostimonial.

A SMALL BOAT SURROUNDED

By this 
timo we had come close enough to the 
steamer to read her name, Glenlochy, Glas- 
gow.

‘THE STEEL WIRE BROKE. 

‘The Captain stopped at once, and the lar- 
Doard jolly-boat, with the 2nd and 3rd of- 
ficers and a boatewain, tried again to con- 
nect the two steamers. They , and 
wo started once more, using the Glen- 
lochy’s steel wire rope. But this also gave 
way, leaving tho 8.8. Glenlochy dancing and 
rolling in the heavy sea. Although this 
was very discouraging, brave as ever, the 
2nd and 3rd officers, and the boatswain sot 
out again and were once more successful in 
‘bringing the line from the Glenlochy to the 
‘Meijsen; but, on account of the approach- 
ing darkness, the work had ¢o be given up 
‘and the line was dropped again. ‘Then the 
8.8. Meijsen and Glenlochy drifted till day- 
break. 


Friday, 3rd June. 

Iwas up at half-past-four. Wo had been 
drifting more than the Glenlochy, so we 
steamed up to her and by about seven o'clock 
the 2nd and 3rd officers, a bostswain and a 
sailor started in the small boat. In order 
to come to a-proper understanding with the 
Captain of tho Glenlochy about fixing tho 
wire ropes, etc., the 2nd officer to 
go on board the Glenlochy—a 


HAZARDOUS UNDERTAKING, 
not so much through the danger of drown- 
ing os through sharks, which followed the 
small boat so closely that they were several 
times touched with the oars. Another dan- 
ger was in being swamped by the sea water 
taken up by the Glenlochy, rushing across 
the deck and coming down on tho other 
side with force. However, the und 
officer of got on board and made the

In the meantime, the small boat had to keep, 
& respectful distanco from the vessel, and: 

soon, fnstead of four to six sharks, tliere- 
was an assembly of about fifteen to twenty. 

‘The 3rd officer asked for a shark-hook, which 

wes thrown to him on a line.

it into the sea close to the bost, and in a 

comparatively short time 

THREE OF THE MONSTERS WERE CAUGHT. 

After about two hours the 2nd officer left 
the veasel and the small boat returned to the 
‘8.8. Meljsen, followed by the sharks. The 
connecting line was brought on board and 
then we started hauling home; but agaitt 
one of the lines broke. ‘The Captain of the 
Glenlochy said it appoared as if it had been 
bitten through by a shark. Without hesitat- 
ing a minute the boat was sent out again, and 
in a short time the damage was remedied. 
The hauling home was continued, and the 
connection with the two steel wire ropes on 
both ends fixed to very strong anchor chains 
Tooked more promising than before. About 
12 o'clock the Captain gave the signal that 

EVERYTHING WAS READY, 

‘Then, first slowly, then half speed, the 
8.8, Meijsen started once more towing the 
8.8. Glenlochy. On account of the heavy 
sea and the strong current we could travol 
at a speed of about two to four miles only, 
until wo reached Socotra, on Monday morn- 
ing, the 6th of June, when we gob up o 
speed of about elght miles. 

‘We hope to roach Aden about noon to- 
day, Thursday, 9th June, the whole distance 
the 8.8. Glenlochy has been towed boing 
about 600 miles. 





THE 
RUSSIAN AS A WAR 
CORRESPONDENT. 


From tae “Javan Matt.” 


Tho Russian papers, moagroly suppliod 
as they are with war nows, havo one 
source of information not possossed by 

h journals, romarks “Tho Sphoro,” 
hho lottors from tho Ozar’s Tommy 
es which they continually publish, 
“van Ivanovitch,” as ho is called, is 
not a good correspondent. More ofton 
than not he has to employ tho regimontal 
pisatel, or lottor-writer, to put histhoughts 
fon paper, paying a foo of a halfponny 
for ach letter writton. But ho has a 
fund of rough humour, offective though 
uncultivated. The first thing that atrikos 
tho reader of the lettors published in the 
Russian papors is Ivan’s unboundod— 
and unfounded—contempt for his enemios, 
The “Makaki,” as tho Japancso aro 
derisively nicknamod, aro generally ro- 
presonted as under-sized dwarfs who will 
certainly run away at tho first onsot of 
the burly Muscovitos. An “Ivan” named 
‘Miakishoff, writing from tho Yalu a month 
‘ago, thas describes his. onemies to his 
mother in Tamboff :— 

“J will toll you about tho ‘Makaki. 
We soo lots of them, prisonors, and they 
all go on to Tomsk. They aro ugly and 
have skins like lonthor and aro frightfully 
afraid of our men. Ono of thom ‘was a 
Pravoslavni (Orthodox Christian), and 
our men gave him an ikon and asked 
what he meant by fighting for tho 
heathen, but he could not understand. 
‘Tho Japs have no language, but speak 
like Germans.” 

Judged by most of tho letters tho 
journey across Siberia is by no means 
the inferno it has beon depicted. A 
letter from a private in the Samara 
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regiment gives a rosy account of the

‘Any amount.to..eat and nothing to do 
‘except walk up-and down at-the stations. 
‘The only: things .we want) are.matchos 
and books. -We were kept two days on 
as the ice had cracks ten 
versts long in it, and our mon were sot 
to removing. the rails on to the safe ice. 
Wo played cards in the train all the way 
from the.lake to Chita, and Markoff 
played tunes to us on the balalaika (a 
sort of luto), 0, it was, just. like home, 
only no cows to look.after. Some of our 
‘men got sick from being too long in the 
train and were left behind. It is not 
much colder here. than in Russia. We 
are not going to Japan. after all, at any 
rate at present, as the ‘Makaki’ have 
attacked Port Arthur and we shall be 
sent on there.”

part in the fighting the following is one, 


- ofthe most interesting. It is written by 





‘a Cossack in Mistchonko's force 

“Dear Brother,—Salutes to you and 
‘Agafya. You have all heard about our 
fighting here. Our Captain Levashin 
with twenty of our men crossed the river 
to'roconnoitre the * Makaki? under their 
General Kurnso (?). We came upon them 
an hour aftor crossing the river, soven of 
thoir cavalry on a slopo with a little 
man no bigger than a goat at the head. 
They fired at us, hitting one of our led 
horses, and thon made off, wo after them. 
When’ wo had covered about a milo wo 
saw about thirty of them away on our 
left, but they did not see us. Soon after 
they divided into two parties and wo 
rode round by a hill and shot three of 
thom, We heard one of them scroaming 
as he.fell. When we got over the brow 
of tho hill wo saw a wholo crowd of thom 
with two mountain guns, so wo retired. 
The Japs climbed the hill and then 
lay down and fired a volley at 
us without hitting. We eould soe 
their yellow facos plainly. On tho way 
back to tho river we had somo oxci 
ment; we came across another party and 
chased them for two versts. At last thoy 
ot away, but one man could not got his 
Flore across a gully. He got down and 
tried to drag his horse over, but the horse 
fell and ho could not get it. Ho thon 
ran on foot, but ono of our men named 
Mirkoff from Bogoroditsa ran after him 
‘and spitted him through the side. We 
thought he was dead, but when the lance 
came out of him he tured, and putting 
his rifle right into Mirkof’s face shot him 
through tho head. Tho other Japs. got 
away. Next day wo covored tho same 
ground but saw not a single Jap. Wo 
shall spit a good many before wo have 
done. The difficulty is to hit them, they 








+ are so small.” 


Tho life of tho soldiors in the bo- 
Jeaguered fortress of Port Arthur is 
amusingly shown in a letter from a 
privato named Veruinin, dated about 
nine weeks ago:— 

* & Most of our men are hungry for the 
<Mikaki, but we have two Poles, Catholies 
from Warsaw, who got white all over 
when {the yellow faces began to shoot. 
Our Jew, Yanko, sold them amulets 


. made of leather of a dead man’s boot to 


keop off the Jap shells. Thank God we 
Orthodox beliovers are not afraid of shells. 
The Poles asked Yanko why he did not 
wear a charm himself, but he put their 
money in his pocket and said, ‘This is 
charm onough for me.’ 

“This is a fine town but not,soibig as 
Moscow. Tell Lukeria she would not 





<9 to housekeep here. Everything costs 
twice as much as at homo. 

“There are hundreds of fellows hero 
trying to do ussoldiers, but one fellow got 
left badly by Yanko. Yanko had a 10- 
rouble note which he said the ‘ Makaki 
forged; he bought it fora rouble at Hi 
bin .and kept, it as a curiosity. A man 
tried to sell him a gold ring made of brass 
for a rouble and Yanko pretended not to 
know the difference’ and paid him with 
the Jap note, getting nine roubles’ change. 
Next day the man came back and asked 
for his money, but, Yanko threatened to 
get. him flogged for trying, to swindle 
poor ignorant soldiers, and we all 
laughed. ° 

“Afterwards Yanko exchanged the gold 
ring with the major's cook for a bottle of 
vodka and. treated us all, which is quite 
decent considering he isaJew. . . . 
Our Cossacks in Corea are cutting up 
‘any number of Japs we hear.” 











RUSSIAN CHARGES 
REFUTED. 

Tho following statement has boon 
officially given out and gazetted in 
Tapan :— : 

‘Tho articles in the French papers 
regarding theongagoment of 12th June 
and the Liaoyang tolegrams from Russian 
correspondents published in the evening 
papers of Vienna of 27th Juno charge 
tho Japanese troops with having: mal- 
troated the Russian wounded and killed 
in the battle of Wafangtion. In -theso 
papers it is stated that Prince Bourbon 
himself witnessed the Japanese stabbing 
the Russian wounded with their bayonets, 
and when the Russians had to evacuate 
Wafangtion Station, the Princo, writin, 
on the wall in big ‘characters, drew the 
attention of tho Japanese Commanders 
to what ho had witnessed and desired 
that such acts should not be repeated. 

Our Government referred the accusa- 
tion to the army at the front. The reply 
received from the Second Army on 2nd 
July is as follows 

‘Tho.articlos in the French papers re- 
garding the action of 12th June.and those 
in the Austrian papors rogarding the 
engagement at North Wafangtien aro 
pure fabrications or doliberato perversions 
of facts, and. indicate. tho, Russians’ 
cowardly scheme to conceal their own 
barbarous conduct by calumniating our 
disciplined forcos. r 

On 12th May (? June) wo.did not fight, 
neither were there any collisions betwoon 
the opposing scouts on that date. 

In the engagement of 15th May (? June) 
near Wafangtion, the Russians maltreated 
our killed'and wounded, but the Japanese 
inflicted no cruelties on the. Russians. 
We succoured the wounded Russians, 
some of whom wopt with sincere gratitude 
for our kind treatment. Wo collected 
tho Russian killed, and prior to intorring 
them submitted their bodies to the in- 
spection of the doctors. No Russian 
wounded or killed received maltreatment 
at our hands. 

To quote one or two barbarous actions 
of the Russians; on 15th June four 
Japaneso infantry men, who were on 
patrol duty on Chengtszeshan, wero 
attacked by some 15 Russians and killed. 
Tho enemy thon thrust thoir, bayonets 
through the eyes and mouths of our 

















soldiers, ripped open their. chests, and 
made off with their purses and badges 
of identification. ‘The badges were found 
on a Russian who was ‘taken’ prisoner 








after the battle of that day. Simila 
barbarous actions were so common with 
the Russian troops that I did not con- 
sider it worth while roporting thom and 
have hitherto omitted all montion of 
them in my reports. 

Again on 27th June a trooper namod 
Kobayashi, whilo keoping watch on the 
heights north of Hsiatsaoyii, four kilo- 
metres north-east of Hiungyocheng, 
was attacked by the enemy, and 
while retreating towards Chengpaichi 
was shot through the broast and foll 
dead from his horse. About 20 Russian 
cavalry gathered around tho dead body 
on which they inflicted torrible but 
unmentionable cruelties, While thus 
absorbed in this task, they wore attacked 
by a body of our cavalry. Tho Russians 
precipitately fled, and the terribly muti- 
lated body fell into our hands. 

To quote an older incident, on 15th 
May a trooper named Goto, on scouting 
duty with an officer’s patrol, whilo ad- 
vaneing towards Yangkaiyuon was sur- 
prised by the enemy's cavalry, and being 
shot through the right shoulder, foll from 
his horse. He thon drow his sword, 
which ho drove through his throat, and 
fell to the ground. “Subsequently the 
enemy approached him, and snatching tho 
sword from the dying man, cleaved his 
head in two. 

Many similar cases of Russian cruolty 
might be mentioned, and in futuro I 
shall report them whenever they occur. 

But tho following incidont is a glaring 
instance of Russian cowardico, During 
the engagement of 15th Juno tho enemy's 
cavalry in the north-west of Tafangshon 
were pressed on all sides by our forces, 
so that their rotroat was cut off, and they 
then unfurled the flag of the Rising Sun. 
Our infantry having rolaxed their fire, 
theso Russians made good thoir rotroat, 

ing as.a portion of our forces. 





| Another body of Russian cavalry who 


retired from tho neighbourhood of 
Hwahungkeu, displayed white fiags, and 
when our firo abated, thoy dosconiod 
into tho valley and escaped to tho north, 
It might be expocted that Russia, which 
has allowed hor soldiers, who ought to 
respoct honour, to commit such cowardly 
actions, should endeavour to conceal hor 
own misconduct by calumniating others.

THE LOSS OF THE 
8. S. “ALGOMA.” 


From tux “Honxckono Tevecrarn” 
OF THE 7TH INST. 


‘The s,s. Feiching, commanded by Capt. 
Hoolgar, arrived from Shanghai to-day. On 
the voyage down Capt. Hoelgar was the 
means of rescuing the shipwrecked crew of 
the s.8. Algoma, of Cardiff, which foundered 
north of Chilang Point. 

In his official report Capt. Hoolgar states : 
“The 4.8. Feiching loft Shanghai for Hong- 
kong on the 3rd of July. She experienced 
light variable winds and fine weather to 
arrival. At noon on the 6th inst. picked 
up the entire crew (29) of the Cardiff s.s. 
Algoma lost North of Chilang Point and 
landed them here. The vessel was bound 
from Moji to Bougkong.” 

Coptain T. Evans, master o! the Algoma, 
seen by our représentative at the Sailors’ 
Home, gave the following details concerning 
the loss of the vessel :—The Algoma struck 
a rock off Ohilang Point at 7.30 a.m. yester- 
day the weather being fine but foggy. It 
was very soon evident that there was no 
hope of getting the vemsel off in safety, the 
damage to her hull being so considerable that 
she would in all probability have sunk in 
deep water. Thero was 15 fect of water 
on the rock when the Algoma struck. As 
the vessel commenced to heel over to port 
shorily after the accident, Captain Evans 
gave orders for the boats to be launched and 
ihe crew io abandon the ship. ihis was 
done at 8 a.m. The Captain, who was the 
last to leave the i/l-fated ship. stepped into a 
boat from the deck, as she ha'l now listed over 
so much that her port bulwarks were com- 
pletely under water. The boats lay around 
the vessel until 9 o'clock and then sailed for 
Swatow. At midday the Feiching was sight- 
‘ed, and in reply to the signals made, she 
hove to and picked up tho officers and crew 
of the Algoma. Captain Evans expressed 

















his satisfaction at the conduct of his officers { 
and crow which, under really trying circam- 
stances, was all that could be desired. As 
soon as the boats got away from the wreck 
he was boarded by hundreds of Chinese | 
fishermen who bad been hanging around in 
their junks, their object being evidently to 
loot the vessel. She, had just come out from 
home with a cargo of coal for Nagasaki, and 
when the disaster oce urred was going from 
Moji to bard byte) a similar freight. A 

portion o! cargo was consigned to 
Messrs. Bradley and Co. of Hongkong. 
Captain Evans has been 12 years in the 
firm, daring nine of which ho has been in 
tomimavd. a d bis well-wishers. who hope 
that so faithful an employé will come well 
out of the inquiry into the loss of the 
vessel, are numerous.

H. B. M. SUPREME 
COURT. 


Shanghai, 11th July. 
Before Sir Hina S. Witxrxsow, 
Chief Justice. 
Woo Curone-sze v. H. J. Roors. 

Plaintiff, the widow and, according to 
Chinese law, the legal representative of the 
Tate Captain Woo Quang-kee, who died on 
‘the 28th December, 1903, claimed from defen- 
dant the sum of Tis. 5,125, being the value 
of a cheque drawn by him in favour of the 
late Woo Quang-kee and presented on the 
4rd June, 1903, when it was dishonoured. 

Defendant's answer stated that on the 
2h March 1902 defendant agreed to pur- 
‘chase from plaintiff for the sum of Tis. 41,250 
a piece of land in the Paoshan district of 
which the area was given as 35m. 2f. 51. 9h. 
Defendant paid Tis. 36,125, leaving a 
balance due of Tis. 5,125, but it was ascer- 
tained from the British Consular title deeds 
that the Jand banded over only measured 
31.9.0.0. Defendant had paid into Court 
the sum of Tis. 2341.50 in satisfaction of 
te Salmon, Ps 

. L. E. P. Jones appeared for plain- 
tiff and Mr. F. Eliis for defendant. 

Mr. Jones informed his Lordship that the 
parties had arrived at a settlement, on tho 
basis that plaintiff should pay Tis. 2,175, 
‘the Court fees, and taxed costs. 

His Lordship—Then it is adjudged that 
the plaintiff recover from defendant ‘t's. 
2,773, the Court fees, and the costs to be 
tixed, and it is ordered that the plaintiff be 
at liberty to take out of Court, in part 
satisfaction of his claim, the, sum of Tis. 
2,341.50 paid into Court by defendant. 

‘The Court then rose.

‘The plaintiff in bis petition submitted that 
by two letters dated 1st September, 1902, 
and 6th November, 1902, the defendants

W. J. Keeling in the firm of F. @. Keeling 
and Co., 27, Nanking Road. The plaintiff 
farther claimed the sum of $114.40, monies 
received by defendants or their manager by 
‘a bank cheque dated 12th February 1903 or 
thereabouts from the Kiukiang Customs 
Club, said money being for mineral waters 
supplied to the Club during the months of 
May, July, and August 1902. Phintiff had 
repeatedly applied for payment of the sum of 





$1,017.94, but had been unable to obtain it. 
"The defendants filed a joint answer. They

‘Mr. Jones said that his client was a party 
to the answer on the representations of Mr. 
Kaye that the amount of $650.25 owed by 
Mr. Keeling was on the books. Mr. Keeling 
had now, however, paid $451.7 into Court 
being as between himself and Mr. Kaye thie 
Pred which he was liable for after taking 
$114.40. 

‘His Lordship remarked that $451 was half 
of the claim of $903.54. 

Mr. Jones said he had mentioned the mat- 
ter because he would Inter on have to make 
an application with regard to the costs—the 
unfortunate differences which existed be- 
tween the defendants had already come un- 
der the Court's notice. As regarded the 
$114.40 Mr. Boyd knew nothing about the 
matter as all the books were at the time 
and until quite recently in the possession 
of Mr. Kaye, the other defendant, and he 
(Counsel) proposed to leave that defence 
entirely to Mr. Kaye. Tho claim against 
defendants was as partners in the firm. 

His Lordship suid that at the inter- 
rogatory ings at which Mr. Boyd 
was not represented # was arranged that 
he proceedings should be for recovery 
‘of the sums of $114.40, and $903.50 with 
counter claims of $650.25 and $442.50. ‘The 
only point Mr. Jones intended to dispute 
‘then was the claim of $114.40. 

Mr. Jones suid he would leave that to 
‘Mr. Phillips to dispute. 

His Lordship said that Mr. Kayo had 
counterclaimed for $650.25, but he found 
he was mistaken and now only claimed $124. 

‘Mr. Phillips said that Mr. Jones’ xemarks 
embodied an attack om Mr. Kaye's position. 
‘At the time of the transaction in which the 
{$114.40 figured Mr. Boyd was in Shanghai, 
managing the firm, while Mr. Kaye was at 
home in England and knew nothing about 
it. Mr. Kaye now furthor reduced his 
claim to $94 only for sterilisers. The 
books were opm for Mr. Boyd's inspec- 


tion. 

Mr, Jones stated that as his Lordship 
was aware the disputes between the defen- 
dants were now being. fought, and a 10 
ceiver was to be appointed. 

His Lordship said that ho now under- 
stood thatthe counterclaim for goods sup- 
plied was entirely abandoned. 

‘Me. Phillips replied that i was not en- 
tirely. Tk wns reduced to $94. 

His Lordship said the other party did not 
claim it. 

Mr. Phillips drow attention to the 
amount for sterilisers in the bill attached to 
‘They were supplied to Mr. 
Keeling for private use. . He was managing 
St. George's Farm at the time, for de- 
fendants. When plaintiff took over the 
farm again these were not included in the 
inventory. 

Plaintiff’ said that the sterilisers. were 
supplied by defendants to themselves at St. 
George's Farm from the Shanghai Wine, 
Spirit and General Supply, Association, 
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‘Mr. Phillips said that in January plai 
tiff was iecaati ‘the farm for defendants. 
‘Tho defendants said the sterilisers were 
supplied to Mr. Keeling for his own use. 
There was, however, nothing in writing 
about this, Mr. Keeling took over the 

on Ist February. 
ete Keeliog sid’ that on 1st Rebraary 
defendants could not pay the rent so lie 
took the farm over. 

‘Mr. Phillips stated that negotiations had 
been in progress some time before this for 
the transference of the farm. When de- 
fendants were in possession thoy had kept 
full accounts. During the time Mr. Keel- 
ing acted as manager no full accounts were 
rendered. 

His Lordship said that this seemed to bo 
a puny case, ‘There was nothing in writ- 
ing about it and ono partner was against 
the other. Did Mr. Phillips think, under 
tho circumstances it was worth continuing 
that part of the case? 

Mr. Phillips said the difficulties of proof 
‘were s0 great that he did not consider ho 
would be doing any injustice to his client 
by abandoning the claim. é 

Mr. Jones said that ‘his client’s chief 
complaint was that no proper accounts had

‘His Lordship said that the next point 
was whether the $114.40 was received for 
plaintiff or defendants. . Plaintiff would 
have to prove this claim, and the defen 
dants’ correspondence about the matter 
would havo to ve produced. 

‘Mr. Phillips handed in letters from the 
Kiukiang Customs Club. 

His Lordship read a letter from the 
Secrotary of the Club enclosing cheque for 
bills enclosed. 

Mr, Phillips said that he thought the 
bills enclosed were for goods supplied by 
Mr. Keeling and not by the firm. Tho de- 

fondants also had an account with the Club 
fer about $120, 

His Lordship said that he understood 
that Mr. Keeling had said that he nad 
furnished o bill for $114.40. 

Mr. Keeling said ho sent in tho bill in 
December 1902 (handed in copy of letter ac- 
companying it). ‘The letter was written to 
‘Mr. Urqubart, who was secretary at the 
time. 

Mr. Phillips said that in April 1903 a re- 
presontative of the Club came to Shanghai 
and tho: matter was gone into. Ho was 
satisfied with the appropriation of the 
amount. 

‘His Lordship said that the appropriation 
vould not be altered. 

Mr. Philips replied that the Club Bid 
an account with defendants for somethin, 
like $114. Undoubtedly Mr. Keeling had 
€n account for $114.40 exactly. ‘That was 
the account which came down with the 
cheque. which was made payable to Keol. 
ing and Co. Tt was subsequently found that 
the amount had been paid to Keeling and 
Co. and that the Club bad been credited 
with $114.40 in ‘their books. The ropre- 
sentative who came down was satisfied and 
Mr. Keeling appeared to have been satistied 
too as he had never until the present applied 
to the Club for the money. The Club 
therefore still owed Mr. Keoling that 
amount, and he could claim i from them 
at any time. 

_ His Lordship said that from Mr. Phil- 
lips's admission ho took it that the money 
Was really sent for Mr. Keeling’s account. 
‘Tho receipt given had not been produced. 

‘Mr. Phillips handed in a letter book of 
defendants’ “showing that $114.40 was 
placed to ‘the credit of the Club and a 
balance of $7.50, and stating that Mr. 
Keeling’s account, was returned. 

‘His Lordship suid that he quite saw 
how'the matter stood now, but neverthe- 

he was prepared to hear argument, 

















Mr. Phillips admitted that there. was no 
doubt that the cheque was sent in payment 
of Mr. Keeling’s account but that as it 


| was drown on Keoling and Co. and defen- 


dants had an account for an almost similar 
amount it had been appropriated to that. 
His Lordship—On reading the corres- 
pondence and hearing argument I decide 
that the sum of $114.40, appropriated to 
payment of plaintiff's account by signature

Mr. Jones said that ho would like to 
state that the correspondence had come 
to his knowledge for the first time. 

His Lordship said this was a case in 
which the partners would. have ‘to hang 
together and he was not going to decide 
between the pariners as to who was to 
pay costs. ‘The only question that now 
remained was with regard to the gig, and 
the counter claim of $442.50 for it 

‘Mr. Phillips said the question was very 
simple. On the Ist May, 1903, Messrs. 
Boyd and Kaye took over the St. George’s 


Farm from Mr. Keeling, Mr. Kaye pur-, 


chased for his own use a gig and harness 
which he used occasionally while there. 
Mr. Kaye left in December when Mr, 
Keeling resumed his occupation of the 
place. Mr, Kaye intended to sell the gig 
to Mr. Lightbody. Mr. Lightbody sent 
a chit to Mr. Keeling asking him to deliver 
the gig and harness, but he refused to 
@o 80. Application was then made by Mr. 
Kaye but as stated in chambers some time 
ogo Mr. Keeling said that Mr. Kaye had 
sold the gig and harness to him. 

Mr. Keeling said that he had the gig 
and harness at present. The first applica 
tion he got for it was from Mr. Lightbody 
on 4th April and he stid the gig belonged 
to him. ‘The fancy bridle, ete., he knew 
nothing about, he had never seen or 
received them. 

Mr. Keeling was then sworn. He stated 
that on Christmas day Kaye came to seo 
him, and saying he had no further use 
for the gig and hamess and that he was 
short of money offered to sell tho gig and 
harness for $500. Witness paid him that 
emount in notes but unfortunately did not 
obtain a recei ig 

Cross-examined by Mr. Dhillips—Kaye 
said be was very hard up and had no 
money to pay wages. He did not say he 
was going to sell tho gig to Lightbody. He 
had never seen the letter to himself from 
Kaye (copy produced). He did not tako 
any notice of the matter as he knew what 
sort of man Kaye was. Witness had had the 
gig from December last, and it was not 





until April that Kaye sold it to Mr. 
Lightbody. 
‘Mr. Phillips said ‘his client absolutely 


denied receiving $300 or any sum from 
pisintift for the gig. 

Mr. Kecling denied that Kaye asked nim 
to take care of the gig. The only letter 
Kaye had written about the matter was 
one sent by Messrs. Stokes and Platt {0 
Mr. Ellis and witness told Mr. Ellis not 
to take any notice of &. 

His Lordship—I am not going to decide 
this case. The point is that the counter. 
claim is not properly admissible. It 15.0 
claim ‘against partners, on partnership 
account and it wants  counter-chim on: the 
Same account. ‘The question is what ought 
to be done. If I had known it was going 
to be disputed in this way I should not 
have heard it. It must be left open to 
Mr. Kaye to proceed in his claim. The 
only proper way is that the counter-claim 
be no further heard in. connection with 
the present case and Mr. Kaye be given 
liberty to take proceedings. It is ordored 
that this counterclaim be struck out. with-

‘The plaintiff.in, his petition stated: that 
he was a boilermakor, and. contractor. 
Defendants having contracted with the 
U, S., admiralty. and other authorities 
representing the government of the 
Philippine ; Islands for the construc- 
tion of certain river gunboats contracted 
with the plaintiff for the. supply of certain 
labour and work in respect of and re- 
lating to the frame work jand boilers of 
seven of the said gunboats for the price 
of $32,9C0. The terms were set.forth in 
two. agreements. in English, dated 22nd 
January, 1902, 

By-reason of defendants’ not supplying 
Blainfiff with the plans. and, matorialson 
which’his labour was to be applied, and 
with uninterrupted use of the plantand 
machinery necessary for carrying out the 
work tobe done by him, such work, or 
certain parts thereof could not be com- 
pleted on the days named in tho 
agreements. On or about 26th April, 
1902, defendants agreed with the plaintift 
that if the plaintiff wold completo the 
said seven boilers, by working overtime, 
at an earlier date than would otherwise 
have been possible, defendants would pay 
plaintiff for the said overtime work at the 
tate of $400 for each of the said seven 
steamers, making $2,800 in all. Defond- 
ants further agroed that if plaintiff’ would 
finish tho franre work of tho steanors 
within eighteon days from the said 26th 
April, defendants would pay overtime at 
the rato of $500 for each of said steamors, 
namely $3,500 in all. 

Plaintiff by night shifts, extra labour, 
and the paymont of extra wages, in spite 
of various delays caused by stoppages of 
machinery and engines of defendants, did 
complete the seven steamers in the time 
stipulated. 

Plaintiff in addition did certain addi- 
tional work and alterations not provided 
for in tho contract, both to tho frame 
and boilers, to the value of $2,830 and 
bills of costs for this amount had been 
renee’ to defendants. 

Plaintiff therefore requested for the 
payment of $6,300, and $2,830, but do- 
fendants have refused the $6,300 aud 
only paid $1,026 on account of the $2,830, 
i Plaintiff credited defendants: with this 
amount, leaving $1,805 due. 

Plaiutiff therefore askod for: judgnient 
for $6,300 and $1,805 making $8,105 ‘and 
interest at 7 ‘per cont and costs, 

The defendants in their answer ad- 
mitted the agreement of 22nd January, 
1902, They denied all the other allega. 
tions, and ‘that plaintiff was ‘entitled to 
the uninterrupted use of the machinery. 
They admitted that 6xtra work was dono 
by plaintiff for which ‘he accepted $960 
in full satisfaction of. his, claims, and 
they prayed that if it was found that 
any sum was payable to plaintiff they 
could (claim ag .a set-off $2,250 due to 
thom by plaintiff. Under the two agroe- 
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ments dated 22nd January 1902 plain-j 


tiff agreed to complete the work, he 
undertook, by a certain date, and if the 
work was not finished he agreed to pay a 
penalty of $15 per day. Plaintiff did not 
complete the work by the dato stipulated 
and in consequence the sum of $2,250 was 
now due to defendants. 

‘Mr. Morgan Phillips appeared for 
plaintiff and Mi. W. A. C. Platt for 
defendants. 

His Loniship said that before hearing 
any evidence he would like to havea 
general idea of the issues upon which the 
case was to be fought. It might not be 
desirable to carry it on. 

‘Mr. Phillips said he would endeavour 
to put before His Lordship what he 
considered to be the issue, and what, he 
might also say, Mr. Platt considered to 
be the issue. 

Mr. Platt agreed to this but thought 
it. would be undesirable to make any 
allegations in so doing. 

His Lordship asked both parties to 
bear in mind the possibility of the case 
being finished in the afternoon. If iit 
‘was possible to thresh out the whole case 
during the day he was willing to hear 
everything. If not it was desirable that 
as few allegations as possible should be 
made. 

‘Mr. Phillips said that the real issue 
was whether the alleged arrangement or 
agreemont of the 26th April was entered 
into or not, as that agreement, which 
plaintiff alleged was entered into pro- 
vided for payment for overtime. 

His Lordship took it that the alleged 
‘agrooment was a verbal one. 

‘Mr. Phillips said it was. It was denied 
by defendants. He did not want to be 
precluded from making certain statements 
or a complete survey of the case. 

His Lordship said the only point he 
wanted raised was whether it was advis- 
able for him to hear the caso at 
once. It would be a disagreeable task 
for him to determine whether there had 
deen « verbal agreement if it was sworn 
to by one party and denied by the other, 
and he considered it was a case in which 
ho should call in the assistance of a jury. 
‘Tho dofendants alleged that plaintift 
‘owed thom money. ‘There being that 
diflicnlty he thought it was inadvisable 
to open the case at all. It would thero- 
fore bo heard as soon as possible after 
the vavation aud taken by a jury. 

Mr. Phillips rominded His Lordship 
that there had already beon great delay 
in ths suit. Plaintiff claimed some money 
and was anxious to get it. 

His Lordship said that the Court was 

not to blame for the delay, but.the case 
must be properly heard. 
Mr. Platt also said his clionts would 
0 to get the case through quickly. “His 
clionts were guite prepared to. submit 
the suit to arbitration if the other side 
would agree. 

Mr. Phillips stated that he could not 
advise his cliont to submit to arbitration. 
He had expressed the view that it ought 
to go to arbitration some months 
nil bis client thought it was a case 
h onght to be-heard. 

His Lordship said there was therefore 
no alternative but to let the case stand 
adjourned over the vacation. 

‘Mr. Platt presumed that that would 
not stand in the way of an amicable 
settloment-being arrived at if his learned 
friend changed his mind. 

His Lordship adjourned the hearing 
until Weduesday, 28th of September, and 
remarked that it would be tried by a

ADMIRALTY. 

Hone Yors-rar, Owner of the Junk Ling 
Lee Yuen +. The Cuixa NavicaTion 
Co,, Lp., Owners of the str. Ichang. 


‘Mr. J. L. Davidson represented the 
plaintiff and Mr. W. A. C. Platt was for 
the defence. 

‘The petition of the plaintiff stated :— 

1.—That on the 25rd day of February, 
1904, at 2.30 p.m., whilst the junk Ling 
Lee Yuen was lying at anchor at Chingbai 
in the usual and proper place for sailing 
vesiels to anchor and out of the travelling 
course of steamships, the str. Ichang, 
running out of the usual and proper course 
for steamships, collided with the said junk, 
breaking in the larboard side of the junk 
and causing her to sink precipitately with 
all the stores and chattel property then 
on board. 

2.—That such collision was caused by 
the neglect and mi t of those 
in charge and command of the str. Icliang, 
which was at the time being propelled by 
steam and under control. 

3.—The collision resulted in loss and 
damages to the amount of $54,000. 

‘Tho plaintiff therefore claimed from the 
defendants the sum of $54,000, made up 
as follows :— 








Cost of junk . $28,500 
Monsy spent to raiso junk ... $2,000. 
Stores and chattels .. $1,500 


Loss of business for 2 months... $2,000 
$34,000 

‘The answer filed by the defendants 
state: 

1.—The Ichang owned by them is a steel 
screw steamship of tons register 
and 250 horse-power (nominal) and at the 
time of the collision hereinafter mentioned 
was proceeding upon a voyage from Foo- 
chow to Ningpo with a general cargo and 
manned by a crew of sixty hands all told. 

2.—In the course of her said voyage the 
Tehang arrived outside the Yung River on 
the 2rd day of February, 1904, and 
auchuied aboul 10.40 am. off tho Yo 
Island to await until there was sufficient 
depth of water to enable her to proceed up 
‘the Yung River to Ningpo. She was draw- 
ing 16 ft. 7 in. forward and 16 ft. iL in. 
aft. 

3.—The Ichang took a local pilot on 
board and st 215 p.m. that day, there 
being then sutficient depth of water, she 
weighed anchor and proceeded to enter 
the river. 

4.—On approaching the entrance of the 
river, with her engines at slow ahead, it 
was seen that there were three large junks 
and two smaller ones anchored xight in 
the fuirway ond so blocking the channel 
that tlie Ichang had to pass between them 
and the Chinghai shore. The tide was 
flood with a force of about 2} knots an 
hour-ahd the wind was blowing fresh from 
the ENE. 

5.—When passing these junks, those on 
the Ichang saw. there were other junks 
anchored ligher up the river, some in tho 
fairway, oue behind the other, and in 
consequence of the wind and tide lying 
partly across the channel. One of these 
latter junks was the junk Ling Lee Yuen 
referred to in the petition. 

6.—There was not sufficient depth of 
water for the Ichang to pass theso latter 
junks on the Chinghaé side of them, so her 
helm was put hard to starbourd in order 
to bring her over to the other side of the 
channel and enable Ler to pass them on

that side. 


7.—The wind and tide, however, pre- 
vented the Ichang answering herjhelm and 
going across to the opposite side of the 
channel. Directly this was observed the 
Tchang’s engines were put full speed astern 
and both anchors were let go, but never- 
theless, in consequence of the action of the 
wind and tide on her, she forged slowly 
ahead and struck with her stem the said 
junk Ling Lee Yuen amidships on the 
side. The damage done to the said 
only extended slightly below the 
waterline and could have been easily tem- 
porarily repaired with an old bed or a 
ittle canvas, so as to prevent the inflow 
of water and the sinking of the junk. 

8.—Previous to and at the timo of the 
collision’ those om the Ichang did not 
observe any crew on the junk. If previous 
to the collision the junk’s anchor chain 
ad been slackened the force of the im- 
pending collision would have been much 
minimised and if after tho collision the 
anchor chain had been slipped the junk 
could easily have been beached on the bank. 

9.—The two anchors of the Ichang were 
then hove up and she passed the junk 
on its starboard side, eventually coming to 
an anchor at Chinghai. ‘The chief officer 
of the Ichang then went back in a bout 
to the junk and got to her. at least three- 
quarters of an hour after the collision had 
taken place. He found her aground on 
her beam ends near the An Yuen Fort. 

10.—The defendants admit that the 
collision was occasioned by the negligene: 
‘of those on the Ichang and in consequenco 
that they are liable for the actual damage 
done to the said junk thereby (an account 
of which should be token with the assistance 
of merchants) but they deny that they 
are linble for any other damago on the 
ground that at the time. of the collision 
‘the said junk was insufliciently manned, 
‘that she was prematurely abandoned, that 
those on board of her were negligent in 
failing to beach her directly after the col- 
Tision hd occurred, and subsequently no 
measures were taken by her owners to raise 
her after she had sunk beyond passing two 
chains under her bottom. 

Save as aforesaid the defendants douy all 
tho allegations contained in the petition. 

Mr. Davidson handed in a written report 
from Capt. J. P. Roberts 

Mr, Platt said he had no objection to 
its going in. He also had obtained the 
written opinion of an expert (handed in). 

In reply to his Lordship, Mr. Davidson 
said that all efforts to raise the junk nad 
proved futile. There were no appliances 
at Ningpo. Already $2,000 had been spent 
in trying to raise her. She was loaded 
with ‘earth and this would interfere with 
the raising of the junk. 

His Lordskip said the defendants offered 
to the plaintiff a considerable sin of money 
and the junk, and i was for the plaintiff 
to consider if he would take the junk, or 
if not yhat value he placed upon it at 
the present moment. 

Mr. Davidson said the junk bad been 
abandoned, but certain parts of it, such 
as tho. masts, ete., could be utilised. 

His Lordship asked what were the 
of raising the junk and what was sho now 
worth, Without referring to the amount of 
the defendants’ offer, he thought that the 
frame of the offer was desirable to accept, 
and with regard to the junk the plaintiff 
could utilise what was left of it bette 
than could the defendants. : 

After some further discussion i€ was 
agreed that Capt. Roberts be deputed to 
visit the scene of the wreck and give his 
opinion as to whether the junk could be 
silved and ab what figure. 

‘The hearing was then adjourned until 
Friday afternoon.

His Worship said that it seemed to 
have been a most unprovoked assault and 
accused might think themselves very 
lucky that they were not sent to prison 
without the option of a fine. They would 
be fined $15 each or in default one wook’s 
imprisonment with hard labour. $20 of 
the fines would go to Sergt. Macdonald. 





THE ROPE YARN. 


‘The now notorious rope case advanced a 
stage farther on Monday when the three Nor. 
wogian sailors—Fasting, Pedersen, and Al- 
kalsen—were brought up before Consul- 
General Hagberg and Messrs. Wallem and 
Myrhe (Assessors), 

Inspector Matheson stated tho accused 
were arrested by Det. Sergeants Eek and 
Gilfillan in the Thomas Hanbury Ooifee 
House. 

All the prisoners admitted their guilt, 

Inspector Mellows asked the Cout to 
question the pris as to how they 
effected the theft. 

‘The accused said that when they came 
ashore they went to a coffee-house kept by 
@ Japanese. He had a German in his em- 
ploy who acted as a runner. The German 
came on board and when he caught sight 
of the hawser told them that if they brought 
it ashore they could get $40 or $50 for it, 
On the 26th ult. they brought the rope 
ashore in a sampan and camo up the Hong- 
kew creek. There the German and the Ja- 
Paneso were awaiting them with a handcart, 
For three days they did not receive any 
money, and then they were given $30 be- 
tween them by the Japanese. 

Inspector Mellows, sworn, gave his evi- 
dence over again. Ho said that the Captain 
of the Norwegian vessel complained to him 
about the loss of the hawser and witness 
‘thought that the ship from which it was 
Jost was the river steamer of that name. 
About two days afterwards one of the de- 
tectives reported that a hawser had been 
seen taken up the Hongkew Creek in a sam- 
pan. Afterwards witness was informed that 
a hawser had been seen in Frenchtown. 
Witness went to Frenchtown and saw the 
bawser; it was being dried. Witness told 
‘the French police, and the Chinaman who 
had it wns tried at tho Mixed Court and 
fined $10, and the rope was confiscated, The 
Chinese said the rope had come from a Ja- 
Paneso bootmaker. Witness went to tho 
Japanese Consulate, and the Consul said 
that the bootmaker had merely kept the 
rope for someone else and brought up the 
man he had kept it for. This man said ac- 
cased came to his house and asked him to 
sell the rope. They said the chief officor 
had made them a present of it as they were 
Teaving. The Japanese was ordered to re- 
fund the $% he admitted keoping for him- 
self. The Consul dismissed the charge but 
told him he was to help the police in find- 
‘ing the thieves. 

Michikami, the Japanese who was tried at 
the Japanese Consulate last week, was next 
called. He said he met the necused near 
“the place where they kill cows” (Muni- 
cipal Abattoir) on the Hongkew Creek 
Tho men said they wanted to sell the rope. 








Warne said that when Macdonald was

‘The accused said the German and the Ja- 
Panese were waiting for the rope with a! 
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handcart. The Japanese said he had taken 
sha Sieroge to,» hachnaden’e sep ni Poeee 
Road. 

‘Michikami denied paying accused. He 
said he gave the money to the German to 
do so. 

After a short adjournment the Court sen- 
enced each of the prisoners to 30 days? im- 
prisonment.

An Atrocious Crime. 

‘A desperado named ‘sa Ching-ling was 
charged with being concerned with others 
not in custody in extorting from a com- 
plainant the sum of $48 by means of 
{hreats in the Muirhead Road on the 
31st May, 1903 ; also with extorting in a 
similar manner the sum of $8 from a 
complainant in the Kwengming Road on 
the 6th April, 1904, and the sum of $23.40 
from another complainant in Li Hongkew 
on the llth ultimo; further, with being 
eoncorned with others already charged, in 
forcibly taking a complainant into the 
country and there wilfully and maliciously 
‘out his eyes, thereby causin 


gouging 
him grievous bodily harm, on the 28t 
April, 1903. 

Inspector Bourke said that the pri- 


soner was one of a gang of desperadoes 
who had long boon a terror to the natives 
and were connected with many cases of 
extortion and atrocities similar to the 
present charge. ‘The Court would re- 
Tnember that about tho middle of last 
r several men were charged with 
Being concerned together in the abomin- 
able crime, the subject of the last-mon- 
tioned charge. ‘Tho then brought 
before the Court were soverely punished. 
‘Mwo of them had each gouged out an 
eye, and since then another member of 
the gang had been convicted for assisting 
there. fhe complainant's story had been 
thoroughly consistent: it had never 
varied at all since the first charge. He 
had gis 
description of the principal offenders. 
‘Whon tho present prisoner was arrested 
the complainant accurately described 
him, giving his height correctly, 
correct description of his features, com- 
plexion, ote., and his name. Although 
blind, he identified the prisoner from 
amongst a number of other Chineso by 
the sound of his voice, and when he w 
allowed to pass his hands over the prison- 
er's face he at once said he was the man. 
‘Hesaid thatthe prisoner was the man who 
gagged him with grass while his eyes wore 
boing gouged out. ‘There were more than 
twenty charges of extortion against the 
prisoner, but up till the present only 
three complainants had come forward to 
give evidence, the others being afraid of 
the rest of the gang still at large. Since 
tho prisoner’s arrest however, more com- 
plainants had come forward, somo of 
whom were now present in Court. 
Detective-Sergeant Vaughan gave 
evidence of arresting the prisoner and 
finding a murderous-looking knife con- 
vealed in his possession. 
~The blind complainant, whos 
had been gouged out, also gave o' 
and described to the Conrt how he identi- 
fied the prisoner, as had been described 
by Inspector Bourke. ‘The other com- 
plainants also came forward and gave 
Evidence as to the acts of extortion, one 
man describing how he had been seized 
by the prisoner and seven or eight other

More Bank Note Forgeries. 

Two boatmen were charged with being 
in unlawful possession of five forged 
Imperial Russian Government bank-notes 
and attempting to utter the same at a 
‘eash-shop, No. 9, Shantung Road, on tho 
5th instant. 

Detective-sergeant Gilfillan said the 
prisoners entered a cash shop in Shan- 
tung Road on the evening of the 5th 
instant and endeavoured to cash the notes 
produced. ‘The shop-keeper said tho 
notes must first be tested, upon which one 
of the prisoners ran away. Information 
was given to the police by the shop-keep- 
er and the other prisoner was arrested. 
Enquiries were made as to the where- 
abouts of the man who had run away and 
next day he gave himself up at the Cen- 
tral Police Station. ‘The notes were taken 
to the Russo-Chinese Bank and _pro- 
nounced to be forgeries. ‘The Bank 
people said that many of such notes bad 
got into circulation in the North. The 
two prisoners were boatmen and had 
arrived here in a junk from Newchwang. 

‘The prisoner who had at first run away 
was sentenced to one week's imprison 
ment. ‘The other prisoner was dismissed.

Mr. Carter went to 
the Police Station and communicated with 
Capt. Boisragon by telephone: The argu- 
‘ment on the telephone wes nob very cordial, 
and it was perhaps fortunate that 2 con- 
siderable length of wire separsted the 
speakers. However, Capt. Boisragon even- 
tually agreed that the hearing of the charge

‘The Remarkable Arson Case. 

‘Tho woman Chien Sun-so was again 
brought up on the charge of arson und of 
stealing jewels and clothing valued at 
$30,000 from 1735 Avenue Road in April 
last. ‘The charge sheet also contained the 
names of Zia Nee-chang, for whom Mr. 
‘Loftus Jones appeared, and of a mafoo and 
‘an amab. All four were charged with the 
samo offences but only the woman Cliien 
was brought forward. 





Replying to the Assessor, Detective Aiers 
said the property recovered included four 
boxes of clothing and ornaments and o 
brs of jorellery., 

fr. Jones asked if anyone was present 
to proseente in the case against Zin. 

‘The Assessor said the Court was acting 
on a written petition put in. ‘The police nad 
‘already intimated that they did not wish to 
prosecute Zia, but he was mentioned in the 
provecutor’s petition and therefore it was 
considered necessary to arrest him. 

Mr. Jones protested against any prosecu- 
tion without direct evidence from the pro- 
secutor. ot any deviation from the re 
cognised procedure of the Court. 

‘The Assessor intimated that the case 
against Chien Sun-sze would be dealt with 
Grst and afterward the other prisoners would 
‘be tried in the ordinary way. 

Prisoner was interrogated by the magis- 
trate ond reiterated that she was not pro- 
sent when the fire was discovered, that she 
dd not know how it originated but was 
told of it afterwards. The jewellery removed 
and recovered was her own property and 
ornaments. Sho took them away, when her 
Dusband, the prosecutor, wanted her to go 
to Nanking. 

‘After the interrogation had been continued 
for 2 long time, 

‘The Assessor announced that all the 
prisoners would bo ‘acquitted. There was 
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0 proof of arson by any of them, and 
the woman had mado oat reasonable plea 
that; the. property removed. was. her own. 
‘As the prosecutor had not appoared to make 
any answer to this defenco the Court bad 
‘no option but to acquit all the prisoners. 

‘The security was then returned to Zia, and 
tho mafoo and amah were put forward to 
be formally discharged.

. As will be seen in the sketch plan 
hereunder, the scheme includes the 
right bank of the river, including 
Pootung Point, it being designed to 
rectify the acute angle there, the 
sudden contraction of the bed of the 
river at this point, ‘in connection 
with the exceptional widening of the 
bed immediately above and below, 
the resultant chowchow water, and 
the mouth of the Soochow Creek, 
which has been allowed to run wild 
altogether. This has been the un- 
fortunate result of the timidity of 
the Chinese local authorities when 
they last dug out the bed of the 
Soochow Creek ; they did not con- 
tinue their operations below the Stone 
Bridge from a fear of coming into 
collision with the foreign munici- 





an artificial cutting which was led 
into the then Soochow River at right 
angles, and it is to this we owe the 
present condition of this part of the| 
river. 

‘The increase in the velocity of the 
current at Pootung Point has not 
been limited to the extent unavoida- 
ble in consequence of the sharp bend 
encountered there, but has been un- 
naturally increased by the contrac- 
tion of its course. As the sketch 
shows, it is proposed to correct this by 
removing the spit at Pootung Point. 
Again, the unavoidable increase in 
the velocity of the current at Pootung| 
Point has not been reduced lower 
down to the normal by the existence 
of a river bed of equal section. On 
the contrary, the ebb tide, on issuing. 
from the Pootung Narrows enters a 
basin which is much too wide for its 
reception, and where it is not pro- 
perly trained, and the chowchow 
water already referred to is the re- 
sult, By this chowchow water the 





pality ; and they have been constantly 
afraid of interfering with the con- 
struction’ by the municipality of 
a number of antiquated wooden 
bridges across the Creek, whose 
multitudinous files, driven in 
some cases without regard to the 
natural flow of the current, 
have done incalculable injury to 
the waterway. It is almost in- 
credible that the Council propose to 
replace the present decrepit Garden 
Bridge by a similar antiquated 
structure on piles, while they have 
in: their possession a plan’ for a 
single-arch bridge which would be 
an ornament to the Settlement, and 
would obviate the injury that is 
daily accruing to the waterway at 
that point. 

The shoaling and silting-up to 
which the river is subject are due in 
@ great measure to the varying 
velocity of its current which in its 
turn is due to the irregularity in the 
width, When the river contracts in 
width and the velocity of the current 
increases accordingly, it scours out 
its bed; at Pootung Point, centri- 
fugal forces increase the strength of 
the current. Great velocity of cur- 
rent and sharp bends lead necessarily 
to the formation of counter currents 
and whirlpools, or what is locally 


known as chowchow water, if the; 


current immediately behind the bend 
loses force either in consequence of a 
shallower section of the river, or of 
on expansion in width, or of the 
entrance of a tributary under 
unsuitable conditions. It must 
be remembered that we are not 
dealing with a natural river, 
which might be credited with 
having chosen for itself its most 
suitable direction, but with an 
artificial river. |The Huangpu 
from the Garden Bridge to the 


river bed is scoured out into a deep’ 
hole, and the resulting silt is deposit- 
ed in the dead back-water below the 
Pootung Point. The so-called City 
Bar is also a consequence of the ex- 
cessive width of the river's bed. It is, 
therefore, necessary that the river 
immediately below Pootung Point. 
should be reduced to its normal 
width, by which reduction the chan- 
nel navigable by large vessels would 
be increased. 

Again, the Soochow Greek now 
enters what was once its own conti- 
nuation, but has become a separate 
river, under the most unfavourable 
imaginable conditions, that is to 
say, against, instead of in line 
with, the current of the river, 
In other words, the present mouth 
of the reek does not point 
down river as it should, but up 
river, so that the flood tide has no

below indicates, so that it may point 
down-river, and must be reduced to 
the section called for by its present 
reduced size. When this is done the 
influences equally disturbing and 
prejudicial to the river and the creek 
will be removed, An incidental ad- 
vantage. will be a considerable and 
valuable addition to the area of the 
Public Garden, which is confessedly 
much too small for the existing for- 
eign population of Shanghai. ‘The 
correction and proper bunding-out of 
the right bank of the river will put a 
stop to the continuing tendency of 
the Huangpu still further to eat 
away its concave banks, Every foot 
of mud-that thé river eats away in 
one place it deposits in another place 
where it is not wanted. 

One result of the proposed train- 
ing of the lower reaches of the river 
will be the reclamation of the great 
piece of ground near the Flour Mill 
which Mr. Mobsby and the late Mr. 
Smedley proposed to convert into a 
public park, in accordance with the 
scheme and plan which we published 
at the time. Should, then, the peti- 
tion we have printed above be 
granted, and the Harbour authori- 
ties may be trusted to take care that 
the new banding lines are in accord- 
ance with the most approved practice 
of scientific river correction, conside- 
rable progress will be made with the 
general improvement of the Huang- 
pu, to the great benefit of the ship- 
ping interests and the further pros- 
perity and development of Shaughai. 

The objection is made that by the 
scheme proposed the river will be 
greatly harrowed. Undoubtedly the 
actual surface of the river will be 
narrowed; but the concomitant in- 
crease in depth and in uniformity of 
depth will much increase the navig- 
able width of the river. The attain- 
ment of a uniform width of fifteen 
hundred feet of fairly deep water will 
enable much larger vessels than now 
come into the harbour, to come up 
to the wharves, and to swing freely 
at their moorings in the centre of the 
channel, with a navigable passage on 
each side for incoming and outgoing 
vessels respectively. Much of the 
present width of the river, useful as 
it looks on the surface, is really use'ess 





except to small craft from its con- 
comitant shallowness ; and the advan- 
tage of so deepening the channel that 
the big mail and cargo steamers which 
capnot now come beyond Woosung, 
will be able to come right up to 
Shanghai, will appeal to everybody ; 
and the present scheme promises to 
secure this without the levying of any 
tax on the community or the ship- 
ping; a very important point ; and we 
cominend it accordingly to the careful

Tho situation 
was saved in the first place by the 

‘trenuous appesls and exhortations of 


Gen, Kaulbars, from Odessa, snd Gen. 
Sukhomlinoff, from Kieff, where he holds 
the chief command of the South-Western 
Military Province, and, in the last in- 
stance, by the presence and address of the 
Emperor. Those significant incidents 
have since been the all-absorbing topics 
in military circles, and they have caused 
great alarm at the War Office. It is not 
less noteworthy that there is no mention 
ofcourts-martial at Krementchug, Poltava, 
or Kharkoff. The Czars “magnificent 
receptions” were officially manufactured, 
and the “wild popular enthusiasm ” at 
the three places mentioned is an ex- 
aggerated fiction of the Court and official 
chroniclers. There is now abundant, 
independent, and unquestionably credible 
evidence to show that, had it not been 
for the Imperial visit, there would have 
occurred alarming military demonstra- 
tions, both at Poltava and Krementchug, 
and to what those might have led it is 
not pleasant for the authorities to 
contemplate.” 





Deraiten particulars in regard to the 
reinforcements for Gen. Kuropatkin aro 
contained in a St, Petersburg dispatch 
quoted by the “Japan Daily Herald.” 
From this we learn that the first division, 
20,900 men of the Tenth Army Corps, 
has crossed the Ural mountains, and 
following them is a continuous stream of 
troop trains. The last men of the Tenth 
and the Seventeenth Corps are scheduled 
to reach Liaoyang on the 27th of August. 
‘The infantry will cross Lake Baikal in 
ferry-boats, and the cavalry will ride 
around the circulartrack. ‘The mobilisa- 
ion of the First Army Corps is hurry- 
ing. Two regimenta of the ‘Twenty- 
second ivision are at Novgorod, and_one 
of tho ‘Thirty-sevonth at Pakoil, thirty- 
ono milos south-west of St. Potorsburg, 
where the reserve men will join. ‘The 
two divisions were expected to start for 
the front on the 23rd of June, 

Gexenat Kuropatkin’s army in Man- 
chnria is facing worse foes than the 
Japanese, according to a special cable 
received in London from a staff corres- 
pondent. Starvation, disease, and revolt 
aro rife, and the knout is even being used 
on the troops to prevent irregularities. 
Thiscorrespondent says the great encamp- 
ment of the Russians at Lisoyang, thirty- 
ninemiles below Mukden, where Kuropat- 
kin has fixed his headquarters, is especi- 
ally stricken with smallpox, 100 or more 
fresh cases being reported oach day. 
Liaoyang is a small town and the huts are 
insufficient for the occupation of one- 
third of the troops. Pneumonia is tragic- 
ally prevalent, and this disease, added to 
the smallpox epidemic, has taxed the 

ity of the hospital corps, 
ions lead ‘toward conster- 
nation and death. More than this, for- 
midable Lake Baikal il causing an 
ugly congestion of provision trains, and 
starvation is literally facing the troops. 
The unstricken ones never know when the 
end or convalescence comes. The dead 
are buried in the night and the guards 
who make the quarantine effectual hear 
the sounds of suffering, but see nothing. 
Many internal disorders arise among the 
soaked, shivering and half-starved masses 
of men. Desertions are common. Desert- 
ersare shot before the men asa check 
to the military sin.

‘The Russian steamers owned by the 
Chinese Eastern Railways Company have 
been effected more adversely by the war 
than any other fleet. There were 17 
vessels before hostilities began and now, 
between destruction by their friends and 
capture by the enemy, ten steamers at 
least have been lost, possibly more. 

Russians, when abandoning Dalny, 
reported’ to have blown up the Zeia, 
Bureis, and Nagadan, and the Noni was 
destroyed by a mine a few days ago. 
‘The last-named was a steamer of 2,464 
tons, built in 1901, while the three others 
were under 1,000 tons each.

Tux “Monthly Record” of the Man-

‘Tho only material: improvement in the 
state of business during the st month 
is a rather more active. condition of the 
cotton goods market, and a fuller employ- 
ment of machinery in the cotton industry. 
This welcome change. is traceable partly 
to a settling down of prices. in the raw 
cotton market, and. partly to the more 
urgent demands for. goods in the 
distributing channels; .especially in India. 
Buyers continue, however; to act cau- 
tiously, and:they must be expected to do 
60, in. any event, so long as prices remain 
much above the mormal level. In the 
other textile goods markets a fair amount 
of business has been done, ‘but the high 
quotations of wool.are checking the 
demand in some directions.. Little alter- 
ation has occurred in the iron aral steel 
industries. . The increased activity 
‘observable during April has not made 
further progress, and in some cases the 
demand for pig iron has slackened.. A 
similar check is reported in the United 
States, but in Germany. the revival in 
‘these branches of industry has become 
still more marked during the month, 

















month are at least satisfactory. At-any: 
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‘The prospects of this year’s home 
harvest are so far vory encouraging. At 
the present moment, the grain crops are 
reported to promise good results, and 
there is every appearance of an abundant 
yield of hay and fruit. The labour re- 
turns continue to show a larger propor- 
tion of industrial workpeople out of 
employment than that at the correspond- 
ing period last year, larger indeed than 
the mean of the past ten years. On 
the whole, however, there seems good 
reason to anticipate a fairly good home 
trade during the coming summer season 
should the weather continue as favour- 
able as it is now. 

In the issue of the 15th of April of 
that very interesting illustrated paper 
the “ Lloyd-Zeitung” we find the follow- 
ing extract from the annual report of 
the Norddeutscher Lloyd :— 

In the report for the forty-soventh 
working year(1903) of the groat Bremen 
Company, it is recorded that in the con- 
veyance of cargo better business was done 
than in the yoar 1902, especially in the 
outward tratlic to America. The passen- 
gor trade, also, was “thoroughly satis 
factory,” a considerably greater number 
of persons being carried, both in the 
saloons and ’tweendecks than inthe pre- 
vious year. Tho total earnings were 
26,491,998 marks, to which wore added 
19,130 m, carried over from the previous 
year and 1,500,000 m. due according to 
contract from the International Mercan- 
tile Marine Company, being 6 per cent 
interest on a capital of 25,000,000 m. After 
adding 1,364,498 m. to the insurance 
fund, writing off 14,208,527 m. for de- 

reciation, crediting the International 

fercantile Marine Company with tho 
sum of 1,500,000 m. (6 per cent dividend 
‘on 25,000,000 m.), and providing for all 
outgoings, the net profits amounted to 
6,459,047 m., out of which 321,996 m. 
‘are added to the reserve fund, 127,075 
m, paid to the directors, 6,000,000 m. 
distributed as a 6 per cent dividend and 
9,976 m, carried over to the new account. 

‘The directors enter into particulars 
rospecting the change effected last year 
in the service to Eastern Asia previously 
worked in conjunetion with the Ham- 
burg-Amorika-Linie—whereby the Im- 
fal mail stoamship service is under- 
‘aken exclusively by the Bremen 
Company and the cargo-boat traffic 
worked by the burg Line. The 
results aro stated to be satisfactory. A 
number of important changes were also 
made last year in the Norddeutscher 
Lloyd’s East Indian coasting trade, 
resulting in the extension of the alroady 
existing services and the establishment 
of new lines. ‘The Company works 
fourteen soparate lines in East Asiatic 
waters, with a fleot of fifty-one steamers, 
five steam lighters, and number of 
stoam-tugs, launches and barges, and the 
results, on the whole, were not altogether 
favourable last year. In October six 
steamers and several wood and iron 
lighters, worked by the -Rickmers Com- 
pany ‘in the Bangkok-Hongkong- 
Swatow sorvice, were purchased, and the 
Tine kept going. Plenty of cargo 
was forthcoming for the river service on 
the Yangtzekiang, but competition 
brought the rates down to a very low 
level. In the Australian seryice the 
voyages were monthly from February to 
‘August, and once every third woek in the 








































route, at almost weekly intervals, and 
the mail steamship service to New. York 
is also carried on with five large boats. 


In the service to Argentina heavier car- 
goes were obtainable last yedr than for a 
Tong time previous, but rates of freight 
were very low owing to the pressure of 
tonnage seeking employment. The same 
was the caso with regard to the Brazilian 
line, and very poor profits were realised. 
To Cuba outgoing freights were satisfac- 
tory, but cargoes fell short for homeward 
voyages, and some of the boats had to 
fill up at cotton ports. In the conveyance 
of onrigrants from Italy a satisfactory 
business was done, so that the Mediter- 
ranean service was moro profitable than in 
1902, but in the cargo-carrying branch 
there was much tobedesired. Theexcursion 
steamer trips in the Mediterranean, et 
yielded good profits. No serious casualties 
occurred during the year. The number 
of sea miles covered by the boats was 
5,954,430; 374,972 
3,292,881 cubic metres of ‘cargo were con-

“ Li Hung Chang, his Life and Times.” 
By Mrs, Archibald Little. Shanghai: 
Kelly & Walsh, Ld. 

Fow writers on China would care to 
undertake the task of compiling Li Hung- 
chang’s life with its record of clastic 
financial enterprises and secret diplomatic 
successes. ‘The more credit is therefore due 
to Mrs, Archibeld Little who has not only 
courageously attacked the difficult problem 
but acquitted herself remarkably well. Be- 
sides giving an excellent account of kis 
chequered career, her “Life of Li Hung- 
chang” sparkles with new and amusing per- 
sonal ancodotes of China's Grand Old Man, 
—witty asides which serve to lighten the 
neosssarily dreary stories of those black 
shadows of rebellion, pestilence, and famine 
thab fell on his life.

Indisposition of 1.1.M. Kuang Hsu. 

‘A native newspaper published yester- 
day morning tho news that his Majesty 
the Emperor had lately fallen ill, sup- 
posedly with an attack of dysentery, 
and that the members of the Imperial 
Coltege of Physicians, who have ‘boon 
attonding upon his Majesty, feel some 
anxiety for the Emperor's health. A 
Poking telegram received here yesterday 
afternoon, however, gives more assuring 
news about the Emperor, and states that 
his Majesty is only suffering from the 
usual summer complaint, oaused through 
ing too much fruit. "Nothing serious 
's therofore anticipated. 
Viceroy Tsen of Canton. 

‘A Poking dispatch states that a number 
of Consors have sent up to the Throne a 
joint memorial denouncing the incapabil- 
ity of H. E, Tsén Ch'un-hsiten, Viceroy 
of the Two Kuang provinces, as proved 
by his inability to suppress the Kuang- 
si insurrection -within the past twenty 
months or so, and calling for his im- 
modiato dismissal and punishment. It is 
believed that the Grand Council have 
merely recommended that Viceroy Tsén 
bo eashiered, but have avoided the ques- 
tion of punishment in their report on the 
matter to the Throne. It would be a good 
plan for the Empress Dowager to send the 
Gonouncing Consors and the members of 
tho Grand Council down to Kuangsi and 
seo what they can do to put down the 
insurrection in that province. 


A Joint Memorial

THE RRENCH FETE. 


‘The French community colebrated 
the anniversary of the capture of the 
Bastille with their usual fervour yostor- 
day. All the warships in port wore 
gaily dressed with dlags, among which the 
tricolour was prominent. There were no 
ess than six Fronch war-vessels off the 
French bund. The entrance to tho 
French Settlement from the Bund was 
spanned by an immetise ‘triumphal arch, 
decorated with evergreens aud oscutch- 
eons bearing the cipher, R..F. All down 





=] the French Bund, too, -poles had, bpen 


erected from which ifestoons of Janterns 
hung parallel with and across tho 
thoroughfare, and shields bearing French 
mottoos were placed on most of the posts. 
‘As if in honour of so important a 
celebration, the sun burst through 
the barrier of clouds behind “which he 
has taken refuge for the last few “days. 

‘Both sides of the Rue. du Consulat-and 
Rue de Montauban were bright with flags 
and flowers, and there was another 
evergreen arch above’ the entrance to the 
Consulate grounds. 

‘M. Ratard, the Frénch’ Consul- 
General, was’ at home to -his na. 
tionals ‘and friends at 11 am. and 
shortly after that hour a large 
crowd, including Consular, Naval, and 
Custom officials and two Roman Catholic 
Bishops, had assembled in the largo 
reception ‘hall. M. -Ratard * welcomed 
the guests upon their arrival, and’ meun- 
while the Town “Band gave selections 
upon the baleony. 

‘Tho -proceedings -wero opened’ by M. 
Paul Brunat, who on bebalf of his 
countrymen proposed the health of Pre- 
sident Létibet anid’ asked “ the *Consul- 
General to telegraph congratulations to 
him. 

M. “Retard replied ina masterly 
speech. “He touched upon all ‘the im- 
portant. events in the world’s politics 
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during the pest year, laying special 
stress upon the war, and the Anglo- 
French agreement for which King Ed- 
ward VII and M. Delcassé had been 
mainly responsible. He pointed out 
that this agreement had been 
come to at a most opportune moment, 
when the peace of the world trembled in 
the balance. He mentioned, with great 
tact, President Loubet’s visit to Rome, 
and the tact was all the more necessary 
since there were so many representatives 
of the Roman Catholic Church present. 

M. Ratard’s speech met with loud ap- 
plause and the band at once struck up the 
Maroeill: 

‘The gathering then slowly dispersed, 
each visitor bidding M. Ratard farewell at 
the door of the reception room. 

‘Tho receptions givon by M. Ratard on 
the Fourteenth are always brilliant and 
are always brilliantly attended, but last 
night’s surpassed its predecessors. The 
handsome rooms of the Consulate were 
crowded with Admirals, Chinese officials, 
representatives of the Diplomatic and 
Consular Bodies, Customs and other offi- 
cials, and all the rank and fashion of 
Shanghai, among whom there were a 
large number of ladies. The weather 
was unusually cool, the band played, 
some danced, all talked, and the wh: 
reception was grand success, made 
greatly so by the untiring goniality and 
‘amiability of M. and Mme. Ratard, and 
their staff.

Tea —Krom Messrs. Welch, Lewis & Co.’s Circular of 15th July :-— 


Our last Tea Market advices were dated 27th June, r904:— 


BLACK TEA.—During the interval two chops of second crop Ningchows have been settled at Tis. 25-26 and one 
chop of Kiukiang Packed Tea at Tis. 18% per picul, shewing an advance of about a tael on prices ruling at Hankow. 
As usual most of the chops on offer are only represented by chest musters, the bulk being kept up river until 
telegraphed for. 

Settlements reported are :— 


Ningchows... 1,465 half-chests at Tls. 1814-26 a picul. 
Stock .. 11,645 half-chests against 5,590 half-chests at same date of last year. 


GREEN TEAS.—Pingsuey.—During the interval only a small business has been done at previous rates, the 
market at the close is quiet. A slight improvement is noticeable in the make of late arrivals, but the cup quality 
continues to be inferior to last year. 


Country Tea.—Duting the interval nine chops of Moyune have been marketed and settled at Ts. 30-37 against 
‘Tis, 3674-48 last year. ‘They are inferior in water and flavour to last year, but the Young Hysons ure slightly bolder. 


A fair business has passed in chops of Tienkais during the interval at ‘Ts. 2734-41 ay 8. 40-50 last year, 
‘These Teas are inferior in every way to last year arrivals at same date. 

Fychows.—A fair business has been done at Tis. 2134-31 per picul against Tis. 30-38% last year. ‘These Teas are, 
if anything, more smoky and undesirable than they were last year. 

Local Packed and. Wenchows.—These are the same washy vapid Teas as usual, underfired, but being pure, a very fair 
business has been done in them at Tis, 20-2334 against Tls. 2734-3434. 

Sou Mees and Fong Mees—The market for Moyune and Tienkai Tea has been active and during the interval 

prises for Teas from these districts have advanced TIs. 3-5 per picul. : 


Local Packed Foong Mees are selling at Tis. 33-36, shewing a decline from opening prices of Ts. 2-3, these 
‘Teas are of poor cup quality. 

We quote Good quality Foong Mees at Tis. 66-75, Medium Tis. 55-62, lower quality at Tls. 33-45. “Good” 
quality Sou Mees are fetching Tis. 75-85, and lower grades Ts. 60-68. 

Hysons.—In spite of the Rumours that large unsold stocks remain in Central Asian markets the demand for “good” 
quality Teas has begun with vigour. The market for “good” quality is very firm, but Common to Medium Tees are 
rather neglected and stocks are accumulating.
